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The  writer’s  aim  in  preparing  this  little  history  is  to 
obtain  and  arrange  the  names  of  as  many  of  his  relatives 
as  possible,  in  book  form,  in  historical  manner  as  well 
as  in  chronological  sequence.  The  setting  will  be  made 
around  the  writer’s  parents.  The  book  is  not  being  ori¬ 
ginated  for  financial  purposes,  but  purely  as  a  sentimental 
method  of  passing  down  to  the  younger  generations 
information  concerning  their  ancestors,  that  the  efforts 
and  struggles  through  which  they  passed,  might  not  have 
been  in  vain,  and  that  the  succeeding  generations  may 
also  know  something  about  the  stock  from  which  they 
progenited. 

It  is  the  writer’s  desire  to  make  the  following  pages 
both  interesting  and  correct.  In  reading  through  the  book, 
will  you  please  imagine,  if  you  can,  the  task  of  preparing 
the  same,  before  voicing  criticism. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  name  Johnson  is  generally  considered  as  a  Swedish  name,  which  truly 
it  is.  However,  Denmark,  is  also  one  of  the  Scandinavian  Peninsular  countries, 
and  therefore,  it  is  not  surprising  to  learn  of  Danes,  who  seem  to  have  Swedish 
names.  In  fact,  Danes  ana  Sweaes  are  quite  a  good  deal  alike  in  many  ways. 
Veiy  few  people  migrate  into  Denmark,  as  the  book  “Denmark  1926”,  which 
was  mailea  to  the  writer  from  the  Statistical  Department  at  Copenhagen, 
maicates.  About  6,000  leave  Denmark  annually,  and  the  large  majority  of 
iliose  b,000  come  to  the  United  States.  Denmark  is  a  remarkable  little  nation, 
considering  its  handicapped  location,  and  its  size;  trie  re  10  re,  no  one  neea  be 


“son”: 


ashamed  to  claim  Danish  descent. 

Danish  names  are  generally  spelled  with  the  suffix  “sen”  and  not 
“son  '  is  the  general  suffix  in  Swedish  names.  Therefore,  it  might  be  feasible 
that  at  some  lar  distant  date  our  ancestors  came  into  Denmark  from  Sweden, 
but  tne  writer  is  not  inclined  to  believe  so,  for  a  reason  that  will  be  stated 
later. 

Tne  names  McIntosh  and  Hunter  are  purely  Irish.  At  least  they  are,  so  far 
as  the  writer  can  determine.  Nevertheless,  it  might  be  possible  that  at  some 
eany  date  the  forefathers  of  these  families  may  have  migrated  into  Ireland 
u cm  Wales,  England,  France,  or  wherenot,  but  the  writer  does  know,  from 
information  obtained  from  some  of  the  older  Hunters,  now  living,  that  the 
Hunters  and  McIntoshs  mentioned  in  this  book  were  born  in  Ireland.  There- 
ioie  we  are  going  to  consider  them  as  Irishans. 

The  writer's  father,  when  he  came  to  this  country,  could  not  understand  the 
English  language.  He  landed  at  New  York,  sometime  in  1881,  and  went  from 
there  io  Pittsburgh,  later  drifting  back  into  the  Jefferson  County  section,  and 
has  spent  practically  his  entire  life  in  the  County. 

His  brothers  Nelson,  and  Thomas  had  come  to  United  States  ahead  of  him 
ana  another  brother,  Lars,  came  after  him.  Nelson  settled  in  McKean  County 
ai  the  vicinity  of  Sheffield  and  Clarendon,  going  into  the  meat  business. 
Thomas  was  killed  in  the  lumber  woods  and  was  buried  in  Jamestown,  N.  Y. 
Lars  settled  in  Neenah,  Wisconsin.  These  men,  not  being  able  to  understand 
ihe  English  language,  seemingly  accepted  whatever  names  English-speaking 
people  gave  them.  In  consquence,  Nelson  went  by  the  name  Andersen,  the 
writer’s  father  accepted  the  name  Johnson,  and  Lars  went  by  the  name 
Sorensen.  The  name  by  which  Thomas  went  the  writer  does  not  know.  We, 
therefore,  have  the  names  Andersen,  Johnson,  and  Sorensen.  One  brother  died 
m  Denmark. 

ii  would  be  nonsensical  to  ever  undertake  to  make  an  adjustment  of  these 
names,  at  this  late  date,  to  conform  to  any  true  Danish  name.  The  offspring 
of  tnese  men  are  now  in  the  third  generation,  and  are  to  be  found  in  at  least 
iour  states  in  United  States. 

Had  the  names  been  uniform,  it  would  have  been  much  easier  to  locate 
relatives.  The  writer,  in  trying  to  locate  relatives  of  his  father  was  confronted 
with  the  foregoing  obstacle,  and  did  not  know  for  whom  he  was  looking. 
Since,  as  above  stated,  the  writer’s  father  could  neither  read  nor  write  English 
when  he  arrived  here,  he  could  not  in  the  *30’s  advise  the  writer  what  the 
accepted  names  of  his  brothers  were.  Thus  a  period  of  33  years  elapsed  during 
wmcn  time  the  writer’s  father  and  his  brother  Nelson  did  not  know  where 
each  other  were  located;  and  they  were  living  within  one  hundred  miles  of 
each  other.  And  not  for  some  7  or  8  years  later  did  the  writer’s  father  learn 
where  his  brother  Lars  was  located. 

The  personalities  whose  names  appear  in  this  book  are  situated  in  all  parts 
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of  the  United  States,  viz.:  Arizona,  California,  Texas,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Ohio,  Oregon,  and  Washington,  and  the  greatest  number  in  Pennsylvania. 
Some  in  Denmark,  and  some  in  Ireland.  On  the  patriarchal  side  they  come 
from  Denmark,  and  on  the  matriarchal  side  they  come  from  Ireland. 

While  the  Johnsons,  and  others  referred  to  in  this  book,  are  not  politically 
inclined,  yet  they  are  a  law-abiding,  peace-loving  and  patriotic  people.  In 
the  names  included  in  the  book  four  were  in  the  Civil  War,  and  eight  were 
in  the  World  War,  serving  with  complete  lidelity.  In  looking  up  data  for  this 
history,  the  writer  found  no  record  of  any  member  of  the  relationship  ever 
betraying  his  country.  One  need  not  be  known  to  the  public  as  a  great 
politician  or  business  man  to  be  worthwhile  to  the  country  in  which  he 
resides.  There  are  only  two  jail  records  known  to  the  writer,  and  one  of  these 
lasted  but  one  night. 

Those  whose  names  appear  herein  represent  callings  in  most  every  walk  of 
life  including  blacksmith,  butcher,  carpenter,  clerical,  coalminer,  electrician, 
engineer,  farmer,  firemen,  fruit  giower,  mail  carrier,  merchant,  mill  men, 
missionary,  preacher,  salesman,  school  teacher,  tannery  man,  and  trucker. 
Generally  speaking,  the  entire  relationship  is  spiritually  minded,  which  may 
have  some  bearing  on  the  fact  that  the  divorce  rate  in  the  relationship  is 
only  about  one-fourth  as  great  as  the  average  for  the  entire  United  States. 
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CHAPTER  ONE 


ANDERSEN,  ANDERSON,  HUNTER,  JOHNSON,  McINTOSH, 
NIELSEN,  OLSEN,  SORENSEN,  SORENSON 
and  THOMSEN  FAMILIES 

This  chapter  is  intended  to  set  forth  explicitly  the  historical  data  relative 
to  the  ancestors,  as  far  back  as  has  been  possible  to  obtain,  for  the  above 
listed  family  names.  As  near  as  the  writer  can  determine,  the  entire  relation¬ 
ship  around  which  this  book  is  centered  is  either  of  Danish  or  Irish  descent. 

To  properly  locate  ourselves  in  this  work  we  must  visit,  as  it  were,  Denmark 
and  Ireland.  We  find  ourselves,  first,  at  Bindslev,  Denmark  where  we  find  a 
tenant  farmer  and  his  wife,  Lars  Thomsen,  and  Else  Marie  Thomsen.  This 
presumably  is  about  the  year  1800.  To  the  above  union  we  find  one  daughter 
who  has  a  very  striking  place  in  this  record.  Her  name  was  Else  MagretheR 
and  she  married  one  Soren  Kristian  Nielsen.  He  was  born  in  1819,  at  Skagen, 
and  died  February  7,  1890  at  Bindslev,  Denmark.  She  was  born  at  Bindslev 
February  26,  1825,  and  died  April  21,  1915.  They  were  married  in  Bindslev 
Church  on  December  30,  1845.  Thus  the  above  named  Soren  Kristian  Nielsen 
and  his  wife  were  the  writer’s  grandparents,  and  the  above  Lars  Thomsen  and 
his  wife  were  the  writers  great-grandparents. 

We  find  the  above  named  Soren  Kristian  Nielsen  a  tenant  farmer  at  Lille 
Pinkrog,  County  of  Mosbjerg,  Denmark. 

We  find  ourselves  at  Donegal,  Ireland  at  which  place  John  Hunter,  Sr.  and 

John  Hunter,  Jr.  lived,  and  at  _ _ ..  _  Ireland,  at  which  place  Robert 

McIntosh,  Sr.  lived. 

We  will  endeavor  to  move  along  the  ancestral  lines  to  the  present  generations 
(1939)  using  the  accepted  outline. 

It  appears  that  to  the  name  of  Nielsen,  was  added  the  name  Kraig,  making 
the  name  Soren  Nielsen  Kraig,  but  the  name  Kraig  was  later  dropped. 

To  the  union  of  Soren  Kristian  Nielsen  and  Else  Magrethe  Nielsen  the 
following  children  were  born:  1.  Johanne,  born  October  8,  1845,  died  August 
22,  1925.  Cause  of  death:  paralysis.  2.  Thomas,  born  .  ,  killed  in 

McKean  County,  Pennsylvania,  by  falling  tree.  Buried  in  Jamestown,  New 
York.  3.  Lars,  born  May  8,  1848,  living  in  Neenah,  Wisconsn.  4.  Nelson,  born 
,  died  September  15,  1937.  Cause  of  death:  cancer.  5.  Kirsten 
(Christine),  born  January  10,  1885,  died  March  21,  1928.  Cause  of  death: 
cerebral  disease.  6.  Peter,  born  April  7,  1864,  still  living  in  Valier,  Pennsylvania 
and  one  boy  (7)  that  died  with  whooping  cough,  the  name  of  which  the  writer 
does  not  know.  The  above  named  offspring  of  Soren  Nielsen  and  Else  Nielsen 
married  as  follows:  Johanne  married  Christen  Christensen  Nedergaard,  who 
was  born  December  23.  1835,  and  died  October  3,  1912.  Cause  of  death: 

cancer — heart.  Thomas  never  married.  Lars  married  ....  . . .  .  Nelson 

married  Minnie  Hansen,  who  died  March  12,  1939.  Cause  of  death:  old  age. 
Kirsten  (Christine)  married  Soren  Engen  Sorenson,  who  was  born  April  2, 
1852,  died  October  21,  1915.  Cause  of  death:  cancer.  And  Peter  married 
Catherine  Hunter,  being  the  writer’s  parents.  The  other  male  offspring  died 
with  whooping  cough,  and  was  presumably  never  married. 

Of  the  above,  Thomas,  Lars,  Nelson,  and  Peter  came  to  the  United  States 
and  settled.  The  sisters  Johanne  and  Kirsten  remained  in  Denmark. 

To  the  union  of  Christen  Christensen  Nedergaard  and  Johanne  Nedergaard 
the  following  children  were  born:  Inger  Marie  (1)  born  June  16,  1867,  died 
November  25,  1913.  Cause  of  death:  cancer.  Nine  Elsine  (2)  born  May  25, 
1869.  Kristine  (3)  born  February  26,  1871,  died  July  18,  1918.  Cause  of  death: 
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diabetis.  Soren  Chr.  (4)  born  March  21,  1873,  died  August  21,  1932.  Cause  of 
aeath:  cancer.  Petrine  (5),  born  died  .  Cause  of  death: 

pneumonia. 

To  the  union  of  Lars  Sorenson  and  .  Sorenson  the  following 

children  were  born:  Because  of  lack  of  information  only  the  names  of  the 
children  born  to  the  above  that  the  writer  has  are  those  of  Julia,  and  Mary. 
However  the  above  Mary  did  impart  the  followng  information  to  the  writer: 
The  wife  of  Lars  Sorenson  died  on  August  8,  1936,  at  the  age  of  85.  Ten 
children  were  born  to  the  above  union.  At  the  time  of  this  information  (Dec., 
1936)  six  were  dead  and  four  were  living.  Of  the  four  living  three  were  females 
and  one  male.  The  male  member  was  married  and  living  in  Findlay,  Ohio, 
and  had  three  children.  The  oldest  female  was  married  and  living  in  California 
and  had  one  child.  Julia  was  a  nurse  in  N.eenah,  Wisconsin,  and  Mary  was 
living  witli  her  father.  One  of  the  females  was  married  and  died  during  the 
“flu”  epidemic  shortly  after  the  close  of  the  War.  She  had  been  married  a 
year  and  a  half  and  both  she  and  her  husband  died  within  a  few  days  and 
were  buried  at  Neenah,  Wisconsin. 

To  the  union  of  Nelson  Andersen  and  Minnie  (Hansen)  Andersen  the 
following  children  were  born:  Leslie  (1)  born  February  2,  1882.  Minnie  (2) 
born  June  10,  1884.  Ralph  (3)  born  September  9,  1886.  Hazel  (4)  born  , 

died  1920.  Cause  of  death:  tuberculosis.  Bessie  (5),  Helen  (6),  and  Stuart  (7) 
born  February  26,  1893. 

To  the  union  of  Soren  Engen  Sorensen  and  Kirsten  (Christine)  (Nielsen) 
Sorensen  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Magnus,  born  March  26,  1882 
and  lives  at  Ortonville,  Minnesota.  2.  Anna,  born  July  26,  1884.  She  apparently 
is  married  to  a  Nielsen.  3.  Karoline,  born  November  30,  1886.  4.  Kristian,  born 
October  24,  1888.  5.  Otto,  born  July  24,  1890,  and  6.  Lars,  born  August  29, 
1895.  All  the  above,  except  Magnus,  live  at  Bindslev  and  Mosbjerg  parish,  in 
Denmark  and  are  married. 

To  the  union  of  Peter  Johnson,  and  Catherine  (Hunter)  Johnson  ten  child¬ 
ren  were  born,  complete  data  of  which  is  to  be  found  in  Chapter  Four  hereof. 

This  chapter  will  branch  out  to  six  generations  from  (including)  Lars 
Thomsen. 

Inger  Marie  Nedergaard  (1)  married  Niels  Chr.  Olsen,  who  was  born  April 
8,  1855,  and  to  this  union  Soren  Emanuel  Olsen  was  born  May  30,  1890.  The 
above  Soren  Emanuel  Olsen  married  Inger  Marie  Bach,  who  was  born  May  1, 
1893,  and  to  this  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Borge  Bach  Olsen, 
born  December  16,  1915.  Ingrid  Magrethe  Bach  Olsen,  born  August  25,  1919. 
Ninna  Solveig  Bach  Olsen,  born  September  14,  1921.  Eva  Bach  Olsen,  born 
October  5,  1923,  died  at  the  age  of  4,  with  scarletina.  Ejvind  Bach  Olsen,  born 
February  16,  1926,  died  at  the  age  of  1,  with  scarletina,  and  Ejvind  Bach 
Olsen,  born  April  16,  1929. 

No  record  of  the  marriages  of  Nine  Elsine,  Kristine,  Soren  Chr.  and  Petrine. 

Of  the  offspring  of  Nelson  Andersen  and  Minnie  (Hansen)  Andersen  the 
following  is  related:  Leslie  (1)  married,  first,  to  J.  Florinda,  on  May  4,  1911, 
who  died  August  9,  1932.  Cause  of  death:  tumor.  Married,  second,  to  Dorothy 
G.  Engstrom,  on  February  11,  1939.  Minnie  (2)  married  D.  H.  Haggerty. 
Ralph  (3),  not  married.  Hazel  (4)  died  in  1920.  Cause  of  death:  tuberculosis. 
Bessie  (5)  was  married.  Helen  (6)  married  Raymond  Bean,  and  Stuart  (7) 
married  Winnie  J.  Johnson.  There  was  one  infant  death;  the  first  child  born. 

There  were  grandchildren  as  follows:  To  the  union  of  D.  H.  Haggerty  and 
Minnie  (Andersen)  Haggerty  the  following  children  were  born:  Helen  (1) 
born  March  15,  ..  Christy  (2)  born  died  with  diphtheria. 

William  Nelson  (3)  was  killed;  fell  from  truck  and  was  run  over.  And  Donald 

William  (4).  To  the  marriage  of  Bessie  and  .  ..  .  .  one  son 

was  born:  Ralph  T.  To  the  union  of  Raymond  Bean  and  Helen  (Anderson) 
Bean  the  following  sons  were  born:  Raymond,  and  Niles.  To  the  union  of 
Stuart  Andersen  and  Winnie  J.  (Johnson)  Andersen  the  following  children 
were  born:  Mary  McQueny,  and  Stuart  Leslie. 
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Helen  Haggerty  married  Ernest  Anderson  and  to  this  union  the  following 
child  was  born:  Martha  Ann. 

We  thus  have  the  six  generations  as  follows:  Lars  Thomsen  (1),  Else 
Magrethe  Nielsen  (2),  Nelson  Andersen  (3),  Minnie  Haggerty  (4),  Helen 
Anderson  (5),  and  Martha  Ann  Anderson  (6). 

Full  record  of  offspring  of  Peter  Johnson  found  in  Chapter  Four. 

John  Hunter,  Sr.  had  married  Jane  Brown  while  still  in  Ireland.  They  came 
to  United  States  and  she  died  December  18,  1842,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Beechwoods  Cemetery.  John  Hunter,  Sr.,  himself  died  April  30,  1869,  and 
was  also  buried  in  the  Beechwoods  Cemetery.  To  the' above  union  the  following 
children  were  born:  John,  Jr.  (1);  James  (2);  Andrew  (3);  Betty  (4);  Nancy 
(5);  Martha  (6);  Rebecca  (7);  Mary  (8);  Margaret  (9),  and  Catherine  (10). 
All  the  above  were  born  in  Ireland  except  the  last  one  or  two. 

Robert  McIntosh,  Sr.  was  married,  but  the  name  of  his  first  wife  the  writer 
does  not  know.  However,  to  the  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Jack, 
and  Martha.  The  first  wife  died  in  Ireland,  and  he  was  then  married  to  Mary 
Stevenson.  Robert  McIntosh,  Sr.  died  May  4,  1834,  and  Mary,  his  wife,  died 
March  28,  1871,  and  they  were  both  buried  in  the  Beechwoods  Cemetery.  To 
this  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Jane  (1);  Henry  (2);  Eliza  (3); 
Margaret  (4);  Nancy  (5);  Robert,  Jr.  (6);  Mary  (7);  Sarah  (8);  Levina  (9), 
and  Susan  (10). 

John  Hunter,  Sr.  had  married  Jane  Brown  while  still  in  Ireland  and  the 
children  to  this  union  married  as  follows:  John,  Jr.  married  Sarah  Brown 
McIntosh;  James  was  not  married,  but  was  drowned  in  the  Clarion  River 
while  rafting  logs;  Andrew  was  not  married.  He  went  to  Denver,  Colorado, 
where  he  died  an  old  man;  Betty  married  Matthew  Smith;  Nancy  married 
John  Smith  (brothers);  Martha  married  Axel  Bovaird;  Rebecca  married 
Joseph  Bovaird  (brothers);  Mary  married  William  Robison;  Margaret  married 
Joseph  Hutchison,  and  Catherine  married  Edward  Calhoun. 

Robert  McIntosh,  Sr.  had  married  _ _  while  still  in  Ireland 

and  the  children  to  this  union  married  as  follows:  Jack  married  Sallie 
Dougherty,  and  Martha  married  James  Waite.  To  his  second  marriage,  with 
Mary  Stevenson,  the  children  married  as  follows:  Jane  married  Andrew  Smith; 
Henry  married  Margaret  McConnell;  Margaret  married  Reubin  Thompson; 
Nancy  married  Israel  Graffus;  Eliza  married  William  McConnell,  a  brother  to 
the  forenamed  Margaret  McConnell;  Robert,  Jr.  married  Elizabeth  Campbell; 
Mary  married  Joseph  Morrison;  Sarah  married  John  Hunter,  Jr.;  Levina 
married  Franklin  Hughes,  and  Susan  married  William  Stevenson.

CHAPTER  TWO 


the  McIntosh  family 

This  chapter  is  intended  to  set  forth  explicitly  facts  regarding  the  members 
of  the  McIntosh  family  of  which  Robert  McIntosh,  Sr.  was  the  father  and 
Mary  (Stevenson)  McIntosh  was  the  mother.  They  were  married  in  Ireland, 
presumably  at  Donegal.  They  were  both  born  in  Ireland.  But  very  little  his¬ 
torical  data  could  be  obtained  relative  to  their  lives. 

To  the  union  of  Robert  McIntosh,  Sr.  and  Mary  (Stevenson)  McIntosh  the 
following  children  were  born:  Jane  (1);  Henry  (2);  Margaret  (3);  Nancy  (4); 
Eliza  (5);  Robert,  Jr.  (6);  Mary  (7);  Sarah  (the  writer's  grandmother)  (8); 
Levina  (9);  and  Susan  (10).  There  was  one  half  brother  named  Jack,  “(Jncie 
Jack”  and  one  half  sister  named  Martha. 

The  lirst  six  of  the  above  named  it  is  believed  were  born  in  Ireland.  Mary 
(7)  was  born  on  the  ship  while  enroute  to  the  United  States.  Sarah  (8)  who 
was  the  writer’s  grandmother  was  born  at  Bellel'onte,  Penn.  Levina  and  Susan 
were  likely  born  in  Pennsylvania,  but  where  the  writer  does  not  know.  The 
half  brother  and  sister  were  born  in  Ireland. 

The  writer  does  not  know  the  birth  date  of  the  above  named  Robert 
Mcintosh,  Sr.  nor  his  wife,  Mary  (Stevenson)  McIntosh,  nor  the  date  on  which 
they  came  to  the  United  States,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  question  but  that  they 
located  in  the  Beechwoods  Secton  of  Jefferson  County  and  spent  the  remainder 
of  their  lives  there,  and  became  very  prosperous  and  popular  citizens. 

The  writer  will  state  who  each  of  the  above  married,  then  the  space  will  be 
used  to  set  forth  data  and  facts  relative  to  Sarah  Brown  McIntosh.  Her  name 
appeared  as  Sarah  under  the  children  of  Robert  McIntosh,  Sr.  and  Mary 
(Stevenson)  McIntosh.  She  was  married  to  the  writer’s  grandfather,  John 
Hunter,  Jr. 

Jane  (1)  married  Andrew  Smith;  Henry  (2)  married  Margaret  McConneil; 
Margaret  (3)  married  Reubin  Thompson;  Nancy  (4)  married  Israel  Graffus; 
Eliza  (5)  married  William  McConnell;  Robert,  Jr.  (6)  married  Elizabeth 
Campbell;  Mary  (7)  married  Joseph  Morrison;  Sarah  (8)  married  John 
Hunter,  Jr.  the  writer’s  grandfather;  Levina  (9)  married  Franklin  Hughes, 
and  Susan  (10)  married  William  Stevenson.  The  half  brother,  Jack,  married 
Sallie  Dougherty,  and  the  half  sister,  Martha,  married  James  Waite. 

Sarah  Brown  McIntosh  (8),  born  March  7,  1825,  married  John  Hunter,  Jr. 
on  March  26,  1845,  and  thus  it  is  that  the  McIntosh  name  comes  in  connection 
with  this  book.  The  children  born  to  this  union  were  as  follows:  James  (1) 
born  February  26,.  1847;  Robert  (2)  born  April  14,  1849;  Jane  Brown  (3)  born 
August  8,  1851;  Mary  Elizabeth  (4)  born  August  16,  1853;  Johnnie  (5)  born 
January  26,  1855;  Henry  McIntosh  (6)  born  April  15,  1857;  Nancy  (7)  born 
October  4,  1859;  Catherine  (8)  born  August  18,  1863  (the  writer’s  mother); 
James  W.  (9)  born  July  4,  1866,  and  an  unnamed  infant  born  in  1869.  All 
were  born  at  the  Grove  Summit,  Pennsylvania.  Complete  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  foregoing  persons  is  to  be  found  in  Chapter  Three  hereof. 

John  Hunter,  Sr.  and  John  Hunter,  Jr.  are  mentioned  in  Chapter  Three, 
but  to  make  this  chapter  explicit,  will  add  here  that  they  were  both  born  in 
Ireland,  and  came  and  settled  in  the  Beechwoods  Section  of  Jefferson  County. 
John  Hunter,  Sr.,  was  the  father  of  John  Hunter,  Jr.  and  it  seems  that  John 
Hunter,  Jr.  was  single  when  he  came  to  the  Unted  States.  He  met  and  marrjed 
Sarah  Brown  McIntosh,  and  that  is  where  the  writer  connects  the  McIntoshs 
with  this  book. 

Sarah  Brown  McIntosh’s  sister,  Jane  McIntosh,  and  her  brother,  Henry 
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McIntosh,  and  her  half  brother  Jack  “Uncle  Jack”  McIntosh,  were  pioneer 
settlers  in  the  Beechwoods. 

Robert  McIntosh,  Sr.,  the  father  of  the  above,  was  among  the  first  to  be 
buried  in  the  Beechwoods  Cemetery,  being  buried  there  in  1834. 

In  the  writer’s  papers  he  finds  the  following  excerpt:  “The  pioneer  cabin 
was  built  by  John  Wilson  Moore,  Henry  Keys,  and  John  ‘Uncle  Jack’ 
McIntosh.”  If  this  be  correct  he  would  be  the  writer’s  great-uncle. 

Saran  Brown  (McIntosh)  Hunter  died  May  9,  1902,  while  visiting  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  Peter  Johnson,  in  Frostburg,  Penn.  She  died  from  a  stroke.  It 
seems  that  the  McIntosh  family  was  subject  to  paralytic  strokes,  as  will  be 
noticed  in  the  next  chapter  which  deals  with  the  Hunter  Family,  which  is  a 
direct  offspring  of  the  McIntoshs. 
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CHAPTER  THREE 


THE  HUNTER  FAMILY 

This  chapter  is  intended  to  set  forth  explicitly  facts  regarding  the  members 
or  ine  Hunter  tamny  01  which  Jonn  Hunter,  Jr.  was  tne  lamer  and  Sarah 
Brown  (McIntosh)  Hunter  was  the  mother.  John  Hunter,  Jr.  was  born  at 
Donegal,  Ireland,  on  August  15,  1819,  and  came  to  the  United  States  and 
settled  in  the  Beecnwoous  Section  of  Pennsylvania.  Sarah  Hrown  Mcintosh 
was  born  at  Bellefonte,  Pennsylvania,  on  March  7,  1825.  They  were  united  in 
marriage  on  March  26,  1845.  John  Hunter,  Jr.  died  February  2,  18 iO  oi 
dyspepsia,  and  was  a  son  of  John  nunter,  Sr.,  who  also  was  born  at  Denegal, 
Ireland.  Sarah  Brown  (McIntosh)  Hunter  died  May  9,  1902  at  Frostburg, 
Pennsylvania.  She  was  visiting  with  her  daughter,  tne  writer  s  mother,  at  the 
time  of  her  demise.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Robert  McIntosh  and  Mary  (Ste¬ 
venson)  McIntosh,  as  related  in  Chapter  two.  They  were  both  buried  in 
Beechwoods  Cemetery. 

John  Hunter,  Jr.  and  Sarah  Brown  (McIntosh)  Hunter,  were  both  of  Irish 
descent.  John  Hunter,  Jr.  came  from  Ireland  and  settled  in  the  Beechwoods 
Section,  and  there  met  and  married  Sarah  Brown  McIntosh,  whose  parents 
nad  also  .come  from  Ireland  and  settled  in  the  Beechwoods  Section.  Sarah 
Brown  McIntosh’s  sister,  Jane  McIntosh,  her  brother  Henry  McIntosh,  and 
hail  brother  Jack,  "Uncle  Jack"  McIntosh,  were  among  the  first  pioneer 
settlers  in  the  Beechwoods.  They  often  related  stories  about  the  wolves  howl¬ 
ing  around  the  cabins.  The  cabins  were  built  without  windows  or  modern 
doors;  just  openings  over  which  some  animal  hides  were  hung,  and  only 
enough  land  was  cleared  on  which  to  erect  the  cabins.  The  above  three  were 
perhaps  the  oldest  members  of  the  Robert  McIntosh,  Sr.  family. 

To  the  union  of  John  Hunter,  Jr.  and  Sarah  Brown  (McIntosh)  Hunter  a 
large  family  was  born,  information  concerning  which  is  being  compiled  in 
this  chapter.  There  is,  at  this  writing,  (1939)  but  one  of  the  family  of  ten 
children  living — the  writer’s  mother.  There  are,  however,  eighteen  grand¬ 
children  living;  one  being  by  adoption,  and  twenty  grandchildren  dead; 
thirty-two  great-grandchildren  living,  and  four  dead;  and  four  great-great¬ 
grandchildren  living',  who  owe  their  posterity  to  the  aforesaid  man  and  woman 
of  Irish  birth.  Following  is  listed  the  names  and  birth  dates  of  the  children 
born  to  this  union:  James,  (1)  born  February  26,  1847,  and  died  February  , 
1850,  at  the  age  of  three;  Robert  (2),  born  April  14,  1849,  died  September  26, 
1938,  at  Beechtree,  old  age;  Jane  Brown  (3),  born  August  8,  1851,  died 
November  19,  1934,  at  Beechtree,  old  age.  Mary  Elizabeth  (4),  born  August 
16,  1853,  died  April  16,  1936,  at  Reynoldsville,  paralytic  stroke;  Johnnie  (5), 
born  Jan.  26,  1855,  died  Oct.  23,  1906  at  Grove  Summit,  diabetes;  Henry  McIn¬ 
tosh  (6),  born  April  15,  1857,  died  May  3,  1918  at  Freewater,  Oregon,  cancer  of 
stomach;  Nancy  (7),  born  October  4,  1859,  died  June  21,  1895,  at  Falls  Creek, 
effects  of  childbirth;  Catherine  (8),  born  August  18,  1863  (the  writer’s 
mother),  and  James  W.  (9),  born  July  4,  1866,  died  November  27,  1928,  at 
Grove  Summit,  paralytic  stroke.  All  the  above  were  born  at  Grove  Summit, 
Pennsylvania.  The  tenth  and  last  child  in  this  family  was  born  in  1869  in 
Grove  Summit,  Pennsylvania,  but  died  in  infancy,  and  was  never  named. 

The  following  paragraphs  will  be  given  over  to  the  details  of  the  children, 
grandchildren,  great-grandchildren,  and  great-great-grandchildren  of  Robert 
Hunter,  Jr.,  and  Sarah  Brown  (McIntosh)  Hunter. 

James  Hunter  (1),  died  at  Grove  Summit,  Pennsylvania,  at  the  age  of  3, 
scarlet  fever. 

Robert  Hunter  (2),  was  married  on  December  21,  1871,  at  Beechtree,  to 
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"sabeile  fatten,  who  was  born  April  27,  1850;  she  died  December  4,  1931, 
o-ci  age.  They  went  to  housekeeping  at  Grove  Summit  in  the  “Old  Home”.  She 
was  a  daughter  of  William  Patton  and  Sarah  Jane  (Welsh)  Patton.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  21,  1931,  they  would  have  been  married  GO  years,  but  she  was  called 
Home  17  days  prior  to  that  date.  However,  on  September  24,  1931,  they  cele- 
biated  the  event  of  their  60th  anniversary.  It  was  feared  that  had  they  waited 
until  December  4,  the  weather  might  have  been  severely  cold  and  the  event  was 
advanced  to  September  for  that  reason.  (Full  details  of  the  anniversary  are 
found  in  chapter  five  hereof).  To  the  above  union  the  following  children  were 
born:  John  Curtin,  (1);  William  Henry,  (2);  James  Edward,  (3);  Sarah  Lulu, 
(4).  Robert  was  a  Methodist  and  Belle  was  a  Presbyterian  before  marriage; 
both  Methodists  after  marriage. 

Concerning  the  children  of  the  above  union  the  following  is  related:  John 
Curtin  (1)  born  January  10,  1873,  died  February  9,  1883,  at  Westville,  Penn., 
spmai  meningitis;  William  Henry  (2)  born  September  15,  1877,  a  store  clerk 
by  trade,  died  February  23,  1915,  in  DuBois  Hospital,  appendicitis.  He  was 
married,  first  to  Alzina  Bleakney,  who  died  February  ,  1906,  kidney 

trouble.  To  this  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Sarah  Helen  (1), 
Lottie  Belle  (2),  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (3).  He  was  married,  second,  to  Isabelle 
Copeland;  she  is  still  lving  in  1939;  James  Edward  (3)  born  January  10,  1880, 
died  June  6,  1880,  at  Beechwoods,  obstruction  of  bowels;  Sarah  Lulu  (4)  born 
June  27,  1882,  died  May  23,  1917,  at  Mayport,  Pennsylvania,  effects  of  child¬ 
birth.  She  was  married  to  William  Gaskel  Hinderliter,  to  which  union  the  fol- 
ow.ng  child  was  born:  Robert  Gaskel.  They  are  all  buried  in  ihe  Beechwoods 
Cemetery. 

Concerning  the  grandchildren  of  Robert  and  Belle  Hunter  the  following  is 
related:  Sarah  Helen  (1)  born  March  21,  1902,  at  Beechwoods.  She  married, 
first,  Emil  Victor  Lundberg,  April  21,  1924,  at  Brookville,  Pennsylvania,  to 
which  union  the  following  children  were  born;  Robert  Herman  (1),  Victor 
Emil  (2),  and  Betty  Jean  (3).  Emil  Victor  Lundberg  was  born 
and  died  April  23,  1929,  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  in  a  government  hos¬ 
pital,  appendicitis.  His  army  record  will  be  found  later  in  this  chapter.  Sarah, 
Helen  married,  second,  Wiliam  Henry  Hetrick,  March  1,  1934,  at  Knox, 
Pennsylvania;  Lottie  Belle  (2),  was  born  April  16,  1904,  at  Brockwayville, 
Pennsylvania,  died  December  26,  1904,  at  same  place,  diphtheria;  Mary  Eliza¬ 
beth  (3),  was  born  November  11,  1905,  at  Brockwayville.  She  has  been  a 
school  teacher  for  many  years,  is  not  married,  and  cared  for  her  grandfather 
until  his  death  in  September,  1938.  Robert  Gaskel  Hinderliter  was  born  May 
23.  1917,  at  Mayport,  died  April  4,  1919,  at  Beechtree,  pneoumania.  He  was 
being  reared  by  his  grandparents — Robert  and  Belle  Hunter. 

Concerning  the  great-grandchildren  of  Robert  and  Belle  Hunter  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  related:  Robert  Herman  Lundberg  (1),  was  born  June  9,  1925,  at 
Beechtree.  Victor  Emil  Lundberg  (2),  was  born  July  23,  1926,  at  Lanes  Mills, 
and  Betty  Jean  Lundberg  (3),  was  born  January  6,  1929,  at  Lanes  Mills.  Thus 
the  children  of  Emil  Victor  Lundberg,  and  Sarah  Helen  (Hunter)  Lundberg 
are  of  the  fourth  generaton  of  Robert  and  Belle  Hunter  as  follows:  Robert 
Hunter  (1),  William  Henry  Hunter  (2),  Sarah  Helen  (Hunter)  (Lundberg) 
Hetrick  (3),  and  Robert  Herman  Lundberg  (4). 

Emil  Victor  Lundberg  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  at  Brookville,  Pennsylvania 
on  July  24,  1918,  and  was  forwarded  to  Camp  Lee,  Virginia.  He  served  over¬ 
seas  from  September  15,  1918  until  August  30,  1919,  taking  active  part  in  the 
Meuse  Argonne  Offensive  from  September  26,  to  November  11,  1918,  and  the 
Gold  Chevron  was  authorized  him  for  overseas  service  on  March  25,  1919.  He 
returned  to  United  States  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  Camp  Meade, 
Maryland,  September  26,  1919.  He  was  affiliated  with  Company  F,  163rd 
Infantry  and  Company  A,  28th  Infantry.  A  private,  1st  class  when  discharged. 
The  War  Department  records  confirm  the  above  data. 

Jane  Brown  Hunter  (3),  was  married  on  September  11,  1883,  to  Frederick 
Braden  Harvey,  who  was  born  April  27,  1843.  He  died  August  10,  1926,  at 
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Falls  Creek,  old  age.  They  went  to  housekeeping  at  Grove  Summit.  He  was  a 
son  of  Joseph  Harvey  and  Margaret  (Braden)  Harvey.  There  were  no  children 
oorn  to  tins  union.  Both  the  aoove  were  Methodists. 

Frederick  Braden  narvey,  aiways  known  to  the  writer  as  ‘'Uncle  Fred”,  was 
a  prosperous  and  peace-loving  farmer.  He  spent  the  last  days  of  his  life  in 
rails  Creek,  Pennsylvania.  He  made  especial  efforts  to  attend  church  services, 
even  mougn  he  was  so  hard  of  hearing  that  he  doubtlessly  heard  very  little  of 
the  sermon,  yet  he  exemplified  ihe  proper  spirit  by  his  presence,  and  loving 
disposition.  Fven  though  he  were  compelled  to  use  a  cane  in  walking,  he  used 
to  walk  from  his  home  to  ihe  barber  shop  for  his  regular  shave  two  or  three 
Ernes  weekly,  and  even  though  practically  an  invalid  he  never  voiced  any  dis-. 
approval  of  the  Almighty’s  method  of  dealing  with  the  human  family.  The 
writer,  along  with  his  sistei;  Hazel  and  brother  Harry,  when  young  always 
enjoyed  going  to  visit  “Uncle  Fred”  and  “Aunt  Jennie”,  because  “Aunt  Jennie” 
always  seemed  to  have  a  good  supply  of  maple  sugar  cakes  on  hand,  and 
“Uncle  Fred”  would  give  us  old  watches  to  tinker  with. 

Following  is  his  enlistment  and  army  record,  as  recorded  in  the  War  De¬ 
partment  at  Washington,  D.  C.:  “On  August  1,  1862,  he  enlisted  at  Rockdale 
Mills,  Pennsylvania,  for  9  months,  joining  Company  B,  135th,  P.V.I.  under 
Captain  Richard  J.  Espy  of  Brookville,  the  command  being  attached  to  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac  under  General  Meade.  He  was  sworn  into  the  service  at 
Camp  Curtin,  Harrisburg  and  moved  to  Washington,  August  19,  1862,  doing 
provost  duty  there  for  6  months,  and  taking  part  in  the  Battle  of  Fredericks¬ 
burg,  Fits  Hugh’s  Crossing,  (close  of  February,  1863),  and  Chancellorsville. 
He  was  discharged  May  24,  1863,  at  Harrisburg  arid  returned  home.  He  re¬ 
enlisted  on  June  30,  1863  in  Company  G.  57th  P.V.I.  under  Captain  N.  M. 
Brockway  for  90  days  to  defend  the  State  during  Morgans  activities.  He  was 
discharged  August  18,  1863,  at  Pittsburgh  as  Fifth  Sergeant.  His  third  enlist¬ 
ment  was  in  Company  C,  211th.  P.V.I.  under  Captain  Warren  Cowles  and 
Col.  David  Trimble,  with  whom  he  served  in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  taking 
part  in  the  Siege  of  Petersburg;  the  actions  at  Richmond;  Hatcher’s  Run, 
Burmuda  Hundred;  Fall  of  Petersburg;  Pursuit  of  Lee,  and  finally  in  the  grand 
review  at  Washington  and  receiving  his  final  discharge  June  2,  1865,  at 
Alexandria,  Virginia.”  He  had  an  army  record  of  which  he  could  well  be 
proud.  He  was  an  active  member  of  Easton  Post  G.  A.  R.  No.  229,  of  DuBois, 
Pennsylvania,  until  his  death  in  August,  1926. 

Mary  Elizabeth  Hunter  (4),  was  married  on  December  28,  1876,  to  Evan 
Trego  McGaw,  who  was  born  April  30,  1855,  at  Maze,  Pennsylvania.  He  died 
December  17,  1925,  at  Reynoldsville,  nervous  breakdown.  They  went  to  house¬ 
keeping  at  Reynoldsville,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a  son  of  Marques  J.  and 
Phoeba  (Windel)  McGaw.  To  the  above  union  the  following  children  were 
born:  Phoeba  Bertha,  (1);  Sarah  Viola,  (2);  Mark  J.,  (3);  Jennie  Elsie,  (4), 
Lester  Hunter,  (5);  and  Lois  Evelyn,  (6).  They  were  Presbyterians 

Concerning  the  children  of  the  above  union  the  following  is  related:  Phoeba 
Bertha  (-1),  born  October  18,  1878,  died  June  14,  1927,  in  Pasedena,  California, 
stone  cancer;  Sarah  Viola  (2),  born  October  13,  1881,  still  resides  in  the  home 
at  Reynoldsville,  Pennsylvania;  Mark  J.  (3),  born  March  21,  1884  died  July 
24  1905,  at  Reynoldsville,  Penn.,  tuberculosis.  He  was  a  student  at  I  ennsyl- 
vania  State  College  at  the  time  of  his  death;  Jennie  Elsie  (4),  born  May  23, 
1886.  She  was  married  to  Harry  Allen  Beck,  April  24,  1918.  He  was  born 
June  6  1887,  at  Jacksonville,  Pennsylvania.  They  now  reside  in  Rivei  Rouge, 
Michigan.  Jennie  Elsie  was  a  high  school  and  normal  school  graduate,  ancj 
taught  school  in  Pennsylvania  for  seven  years.  H.  A.  Beck  was  a  high  school 
graduate  and  had  some  college  training.  He  was  an  engineer  in  school,  lo  this 
union  the  following  child  was  born:  Marguerite  Elizabeth  Beck,  born  June 
19  1925;  Lester  Hunter  (5),  born  September  19,  1892,  went  to  California  ior^ 
his  health  some  30  years  ago;  now  resides  in  Altadena,  California,  where  he 
married  Marguerite  Gardner  Foster,  on  June  1,  1922;  Lois  Ethelyn  (6),  born 
September  15,  1895,  died  November  16,  1935,  at  Reynoldsville,  chronic  asthma 
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and  complications.  All  were  born  at  Reynoldsville,  Penn 

Concerning  the  grandchild  of  the  above  union  the  following  is  related: 
Marguerite  Elizabeth  Beck,  was  born  June  19,  1925,  at  Rivei  Rouge,  Michigan. 

Evan  Trego  McGaw  was  a  very  energetic  and  industrious  man.  He  was 
born  at  Maze,  Pennsylvania,  and  later  came  to  Reynoldsville,  where  he  started 
working  as  a  shoemaker.  He  later  was  a  storekeeper,  assessor,  County  Com¬ 
missioner,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  justice  of  the  Peace.  He  was 
a  Presbyterian. 

Johnnie  Hunter  (5),  was  married  on  September  12,  1877,  to  Margaret 
Morrow,  who  was  born  April  3,  1855;  she  died  October  26,  1924  at  Detroit, 
Michigan,  sinus  trouble.  They  went  to  housekeeping  at  Grove  Summit.  She 
was  a  daughter  of  James  Morrow,  and  Rosanna  (Groves)  Morrow.  To  the 
above  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Oreatta,  (1);  Sarah  Mabel,  (2); 
and  Eva  Rosanna,  (3).  One  son,  John  Raymond  Morrow,  was  adopted. 

Concerning  the  children  of  the  above  union  the  following  is  related:  Oreatta 
(1),  born  March  29,  1879,  at  Grove  Summit,  died  March  28,  1900,  at  Westville, 
cause  unknown.  She  died  lacking  one  day  of  being  21  years  old.  When  just  a 
small  child  it  seems  she  swallowed  some  sort  of  an  obstruction,  which  atl'ect- 
ed  her  for  life;  Sarah  Mabel  (2),  born  May  30,  1883,  at  Grove  Summit.  She 
married  John  Wilson,  and  they  reside  in  Detroit,  Michigan;  Eva  Rosanna  (3), 
born  March  7,  1892,  at  Westville,  Pennsylvania.  She  married  Oscar  Nester, 
who  died  sometime  during  the  30’s  with  tuberculosis.  John  Raymond  (adopt¬ 
ed)  was  married  twice,  but  the  writer  does  not  know  his  wive’s  names,  etc. 
lie  was  born  May  3,  1892  at  Brockwayville,  Pennsylvania.  All  buried  in 
i-ieech\voods  Cemetery. 

Henry  McIntosh  Hunter  (6),  was  married  on  April  7,  1885,  to  Nancy  Jane 
Hali,  who  was  born  January  17,  1860;  she  died  August  1,  1936,  at  Freewater, 
Oregon,  paralytic  stroke.  They  went  to  housekeeping  at  Grove  Summit, 
Pennsylvania,  She  was  a  daughter  of  Matthew  Rankin  Hall,  and  Mary  Ann 
(Neil)  Hall.  To  the  above  union  the  following  children  were  born:  James 
Rankin,  (1);  Sarah  Marjorie,  (2);  John  Sloan,  (3);  Henry  Clarence,  (4); 
Rosanna  Jane,  (5);  and  William  Neil,  (6). 

Concerning  the  children  of  the  above  union  the  following  is  related:  James 
Rankin  (1),  born  January  13,  1886,  died  at  Falls  Creek,  Pennsylvania,  April 
27,  1925,  stripticopis.  He  was  married  to  L.  V.  Humphreys  on  September  12, 
i908.  She  was  born  August  16,  .  To  this  union  the  following  children 

were  born:  Rena  Maxine,  (1);  and  Anna  LaRue,  (2).  Rankin  was  a  carpenter 
by  trade.  Sarah  Marjorie  (2),  born  December  30,  1887,  died  February  23,  1910, 
ni  Oregon,  bovine  tuberculosis;  John  Sloan  (3),  born  May  28,  1890,  died  in 
Oregon,  June  24,  1911,  bovine  tuberculosis.  He  was  a  school  teacher;  Henry 
Clarence  (4),  born  December  17,  1892,  living  in  Oregon.  He  married,  first, 
Esllvjr  M.  Hartgraves,  April  1,  1917,  to  which  union  the  following  children 
were  born:  John  Henry,  (1)  and  Marjorie  Lucille.  He  was  divorced  from  his 
iirst  wife  and  married,  second,  Gertrude  Lewis,  to  which  union  no  children 
were  born.  Rosanna  Jane  (5),  born  April  4,  1899,  living  in  Walla  Walla,  Wash. 
She  married,  first,  Grant  G.  Valentine,  to  which  union  the  following  child  was

G.  F.  Brower,  to  which  union  no  children  were  born.  William  Neil  (6),  born 
September  21,  1901,  living  in  Oregon,  single. 

Comer  ung  the  grandchildren  of  Henry  and  Nancy  Jane  Hunter  the  follow¬ 
ing  :s  related:  Rena  Maxine  Hunter  (1),  born  Augut  12,  1909.  She  married 
Arthur  Barrett,  on  February  ,  1927,  to  which  union  the  following 

ch'kl  was  born:  Pattsy  Jean.  Anna  LaRue  Hunter  (2),  born  December  30, 
1913;  John  Henry  Hunter  (1),  was  born  March  11,  1918;  Marjorie  Lucille 
Hunter  (2),  born  October  17,  1919;  Donald  H.  Valentine  was  born  August  5. 
1920.  Concerning  the  great-grandchild  of  Henry  and  Nancy  Jane  Hunter  the 
following  is  related:  Pattsy  Jean  Barrett  was  born  ,  1928. 

Thus  the  daughter  of  Rena  Maxine  (Hunter)  Barrett  and  Arthur  Barrett  is 
of  the  fourth  generation  of  Henry  and  Nancy  Jane  Hunter,  as  follows:  Henry 
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McIntosh  Hunter,  (1);  James  Rankin  Hunter,  (2);  Rena  Maxine  (Hunter) 
Barrett,  (3);  and  Pattsy  Jean  Barrett,  (4). 

Because  of  the  poor  health  of  Jennie  and  the  two  children,  Sloan  and  Mar¬ 
jorie,  Henry  decided  that  he  would  have  to  go  to  a  better  climate,  where  it 
might  be  possible  that  the  health  of  these  might  be  improved.  He  seems  to 
have  decided  on  going  to  Oregon.  To  the  best  of  the  writer’s  knowledge,  Henry 
went  to  Oregon  either  in  1908  or  1909.  Jennie  followed  in  March,  1909,  taking 
with  her  Sloan  (one  of  the  diseased)  and  Niel,  the  youngest  of  the  family.  She 
went  by  way  of  the  Union  Pacific  R.  R.  and  landed  in  Freewater,  Oregon, 
March  28.  1909.  They  located  in  that  town.  Jennie  seems  to  have  returned 
shortly  to  Pennsylvania  and  got  Marjorie  (the  other  diseased  member  of  the 
family)  and  this  time  she  went  by  way  of  the  Northern  Pacific  R.  R.  in  August, 

1909.  In  the  fall  of  1909  Harry  (Henry  Clarence)  also  went  to  Oregon,  but  he 
returned  to  Pennsylvania  soon  after  to  dispose  of  the  property,  and  when  he 
again  started  for  Oregon,  the  writer’s  oldest  brother,  Fred,  went  with  him  in 

1910.  Jennie  crossed  the  continent  nine  (9)  times:  5  times  going  west  and  4 
times  coming  east.  Her  last  trip  was  in  the  summer  of  1934  when  she,  along 
with  Neil  came  through  to  Pennsylvania  by  auto.  She  was  at  that  time  75 
years  of  age.  They  were  both  Methodists. 

Neither  Sloan  nor  Marjorie  gained  any  better  health  in  Oregon  and  both 
aied  shortly  after  reaching  Oregon.  They  are  buried  along  with  their  parents 
near  Milton,  Oregon. 

Nancy  Hunter  (7),  was  married  on  March  27,  1890,  to  Curtin  Bush,  who  was 
born  .......  He  was  killed  in  the  Falls  Creek  Tannery,  April  10, 

1906.  They  went  to  housekeeping  at  Grove  Summit.  He  was  a  son  of  James 
Bush,  and  Sarah  (Knisely)  Bush.  To  the  above  union  the  following  children 
were  born:  Walter  Hunter,  (1);  James  Frederick,  (2);  John  Franklin,  (3);  and 
an  unnamed  infant  which  was  buried  in  Nancy’s  arms. 

Concerning  the  children  of  the  above  union  the  following  is  related:  Walter 
Hunter  (1),  born  July  21,  1891,  died  Ocober  10,  1891,  spinal  meningitis;  James 
Frederick  (2),  born  August  9,  1892,  died  October  28,  1895,  diphtheria;  John 
Franklin  (3),  born  December  29,  1893.  He  married  Maude  Elliot  Robinson, 
October  6,  1920,  to  which  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Robert 
Weston,  (1);  William  Paul,  (2);  John  Junior,  (3);  and  James  Roland,  (4). 
She  died  October  28,  1934,  gall  stones.  He  married,  second,  Mary  Dressier 
on  January  22,  1936.  The  unnamed  infant  was  buried  in  the  arms  of  its  mother, 
Nancy,  who  gave  her  life  in  trying  to  bring  it  into  this  world.  Nancy  weighed 
but  85  lbs.  when  married.  They  were  both  Methodists. 

Concerning  the  grandchildren  of  Curtin  and  Nancy  Bush  the  following  is 
related:  Robert  Weston  (1),  born  April  12,  1921;  William  Paul  (2),  born  April 
13,  1924;  John  Junior  (3),  born  April  12,  1929,  and  James  Roland  (4),  born 
March  24,  1931.  The  father  of  the  above  named  boys  was  the  only  child  of 
Curtin  and  Nancy  Bush  that  lived  to  attain  maturity. 

After  Nancy’s  death  Curtin  Bush  married  Martha  Croasmunn,  as  his  second 
wife.  To  this  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Joseph  Edward  (1),  born 
June  6,  1898;  Myrtle  (2),  born  May  20,  1900;  Jennie  Hazel  (3),  born  August 
28,  1901;  Harvey  Curtin  (4),  born  September  25,  1903;  and  Mabel  Janella  (5), 
born  July  3,  1906.  While  the  foregoing  named  children  to  Curtin  and  Martha 
(Croasmunn)  Bush  bear  no  direct  blood  relationship  to  this  connection,  never- 
the]ess,  here  has  always  existed  a  mutual  tie  which  in  reality  seems  to  be  as 
strong  as  though  it  were  actually  a  blood  tie.  Of  the  above  named  the  follow¬ 
ing  married:  Joseph  Edward  married  Gertrude  Underhill,  June 
192  ,  and  were  living  in  Detroit,  Michigan;  Jennie  Hazel  married  Merrill 

Moyer,  October  10,  1923,  and  were  living  in  Oil  City,  Pennsylvania.  Mabel 
married  Fred  Cathers,  June,  1929,  and  were  living  in  Detroit,  Michigan 
Children  were  born  to  the  following  couples,  as  follows:  Jennie  Hazel  and 
Merrill  Moyer:  Edward  Curtin  (1),  born  ,  died  when  9  months^ 

old  with  pneoumonia;  Eva  Ellen  (2),  born  .  ,  died  when  3  months 

old  with  ;  Bertha  Helen  (3),  born  ,  died  when 
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L  years  old  with  pneumonia;  Mildred  Violet  (4),  and  Merritt  Glenn  (5).  To 
Harvey  Curtin  and  Bernice  Moyer  as  follows:  Harvey  Junior  (1),  and  Edward 
LeRoy  (2). 

Curtin  Bush  was  a  miner  and  carpenter  by  trade.  He  was  killed  at  the  Falls 
Creek  Tannery,  April  10,  1906,  being  badly  mangled  by  machinery.  It  seems 
that  he  wasn’t  familiar  with  the  line  of  work  to  which  he  Was  assigned,  being 
mechanical,  but  his  protests  were  ignored  and  he  was  put  to  work  thereon 
cud  was  killed. 


John  Franklin  Bush,  the  only  surviving  child  of  the  family  born  to  Curtin 
and  Nancy  Bush,  was  taken,  after  Nancy’s  death,  and  reared  to  manhood  by 
Frederick  B.  Harvey  and  Jane  B.  Harvey.  Jane  B.  was  a  sister  to  Nancy. 

John  Franklin  Bush  served  in  the  United  States  Army  during  the  World 
War.  His  record  of  services  is  as  follows:  He  was  inducted  into  the  service 
September  18,  1917,  leaving  from  Brookville,  Pennsylvania,  for  Camp  Lee, 
Virginia,  arriving  there  September  21,  1917;  being  stationed  there  about  14 
days,  tie  was  then  transferred  to  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia.  He  was  in  training 
until  September  14,  1918,  at  which  time  he  sailed  for  France,  from  Camp 
Merritt,  New  Jersey,  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Olympic,  arriving  at  Southampton,  Eng- 
.und,  September  22,  remaining  there  7  days.  He  then  sailed  to  LeHarve, 
France,  arriving  on  October  2,  1918.  He  moved  to  LeMaas  for  14  days;  was 
dten  transferred  to  Autun  for  6  months  as  bugler,  at  which  place  he  was 
stationed  until  starting  for  the  United  States  on  May  d,  1919.  He  came  home  on 
uie  U.  S.  S.  Santa  Pauia,  arriving  in  United  States  June  28,  1919.  He  was  dis¬ 
charged  Juiy  3,  at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  and  arrived  home  on  July  4,  1919. 
riis  services,  according  to  War  Department  is  credited  as  being  overseas  from 
September  18,  1917,  until  June  28,  1919.  That  is  really  the  time  between  his 
sailing  from  United  States  and  his  arrival  back  in  United  States.  He  was  in 
t lie  band  during  several  Camp  Gordon  Reviews.  He  was  a  member  of  the  326 
infantry,  Headquarters  Co.,  Camp  Gordon,  and  Headquarters  Co.,  Rille  Range, 
Narcross,  Georgia,  and  252  Military  Police  at  Autun,  France.  War  Department 
records  confirm  this  data. 


Of  the  children  born  to  the  second  wife  of  Curtin  Bush,  Joseph  Edward 
served  in  the  United  States  Army  during  the  World  War.  The  War  Depart¬ 
ment  records  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  give  the  following  data:  “Edward  J.  Bush, 
Aimy  Serial  Number,  1,080,520,  enlisted  January  9,  1918,  at  Fort  Slocum,  New 
York,  served  overseas  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  from  March 
M),  1918,  to  July  10,  1919,  and  was  honorably  discharged  July  21,  1919,  at 
Mitchell  Field,  Long  Island,  New  York,  a  Corporal,  659th.  Aero  Squadron”. 
That  is  all  the  army  data  that  the  writer  has  regarding  Joseph  Edward  Bush. 
The  two  names  Joseph  Edward  Bush  and  Edward  J.  Bush  indicate  the  same 
person. 


Catherine  Hunter  (8),  was  married  on  September  16,  188  ,  at  Buffalo, 

New  York,  to  Peter  Johnson,  who  was  born  April  7,  1864  in  Denmark.  (Details 
w  11  be  found  in  Chapter  two  hereof).  The  above  are  the  writer’s  parents,  and 
the  next  chapter  (being  Chapter  Four)  is  devoted  entirely  to  the  above  couple 
and  their  offspring. 

However,  to  the  above  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Sarah 
Myrtle,  (1);  Anna  May,  (2);  John  Frederick,  (3);  Charles  Albert,  (4);  Jennie 
Edna,  (5);  Thomas  Lloyd,  (6);  James  Walter,  (7);  Hazel  Marie,  (8);  Henry 
LeRoy,  (9);  and  Robert  Edward,  (10),  “yours  truly.” 

A  tribute  to  Catherine  Hunter  Johnson,  by  one  who  knew  her  well:- — “It  was 
ihe  writer’s  privilege  to  know  this  Christian  mother,  and  can  say  that  through 
her  sincere  devotion  she  saw  many  of  her  prayers  answered.  I  have  heard  her 
testimony  ringing  many  limes  with  words  that  inspired  my  ministry.  Words 
that  quietly  said: 

‘I  cannot  tell  how  precious 
My  Saviour  is  to  me. 
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I  only  can  entreat  you 
To  come  and  taste  and  see.’ 

Rev.  C.  C.  Ross.” 

James  (Jimmie)  Hunter  (9),  was  married  on  September  5,  1899,  to  Rebecca 
Bovaird,  who  was  born  March  28,  1869,  died  May  12,  1923,  at' Grove  Summit, 
cancer  of  breast.  They  went  to  housekeeping  at  Grove  Summit  on  the  John  B. 
Smith  farm. 'She  and  Jimmie  were  full  cousins.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Joseph 
Bovaird  and  Rebecca  (Hunter)  Bovaird.  To  the  above  union  the  following 
children  were  born:  Blanche,  (1);  Ralph  Weston,  (2);  Albert,  (3);  and  an 
unnamed  infant  born  in  Big  Run,  Pennsylvania.  All  the  first  three  were  born 
at  Grove  Summit.  They  were  both  Methodists. 

Concerning  the  children  of  the  above  union  the  following  is  related:  Blanche 

(1) ,  born  July  29,  1900,  died  December  22,  1901,  pneumonia;  Ralph  Weston 

(2) ,  born  August  9,  1902,  died  November  11,  1918,  pneumonia.  Ralph  Weston 
was  an  exceptionally  bright  chap  having  completed  high  school  before  his 
fifteenth  birthday.  However,  his  stay  here  on  earth  was  cut  short  by  the  grim 
reaper  who  knows  all  things  best.  Albert  (3),  born  January  24,  1911,  married 
Daisy  Irene  Marsh,  who  was  born  September  26,  1916.  They  were  married 
February  8,  1937,  in  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia,  and  are  living  in  Pasadena, 
California. 

Jimmie  Hunter  was  a  man  of  sterling  character  and  well  educated.  He  was  a 
graduate  of  the  Meadville  Business  College,  graduating  about  the  year  1892, 
and  also  a  graduate  of  Clarion  Normal  School.  He  possessed  a  Permanent 
Certificate,  good  for  teaching  for  life  in  Pennsylvania.  He  had  taugh  at  least 
twenty  terms  in  all  when  he  died.  He  carried  mail  on  the  Brockway ville,  (now 
Brockway)  R.  F.  D.  No.  2  route  for  several  years. 

The  tenth  and  last  member  of  this  family  was  born  February  9,  1869,  and 
died  without  a  name. 

The  writer  never  had  occasion  to  see,  at  least  to  remember,  any  of  the  male 
members  of  this  family,  except  Robert  and  James  (Jimmie),  and  he  knew 
both  Robert  and  Jimmie  as  exceptional  Christian  characters  serving  faith¬ 
fully  to  the  last  days  of  their  lives  here  on  earth.  They  were  Beechwoods  stock 
and  that  usually  meant  for  unusual  Christian  manhood  and  womanhood. 

All  of  the  deceased  members  of  the  Hunter  Family  have  been  buried  in  the 
Beechwoods  Cemetery  with  the  following  exceptions:  Evan  Trego  McGaw, 
Mary  Elizabeth  (Hunter)  McGaw,  Mark  J.  McGaw,  and  Lois  Evelyn  McGaw, 
who  are  buried  in  the  Reynolds  ville  Cemetery;  Phoeba  Bertha  McGaw,  who  is 
buried  in  California;  Henry  McIntosh  Hunter,  Jane  Hall  Hunter,  Sarah  Mar¬ 
jorie  Hunter,  and  John  Sloan  Hunter,  who  are  buried  near  Milton,  Oregon; 
and  James  Rankin  Hunter,  who  is  buried  at  Brockway,  Pennsylvania. 

There  have  been  47  male  and  43  female  offspring  from  the  union  of  Robert 
Hunter,  Jr.,  and  Sarah  Brown  (McIntosh)  Hunter.  Two  of  the  male  and  two 
of  the  female  died  unnamed  infants.  There  are  at  the  present  writing  28  of 
the  male  and  29  of  the  female  offspring  living.  There  are  18  of  the  male  and 
11  of  the  female  dead,  and  two  male  and  two  female  that  died  in  infancy. 
Thus  we  have  90  births;  4  of  which  were  not  named,  making  a  total  of  33  dead 
out  of  90  births. 

Of  the  ones  living  at  this  writing  only  four  bear  the  name  of  Hunter.  Two 
sons  and  one  grandson  of  Henry  Hunter,  and  one  son  ol'  James  Hunter.  They 
are:  Henry  Clarence,  William  Neil,  John  Henry,  and  Albert.

CHAPTER  FOUR 


THE  IMMEDIATE  FAMILY 

This  chapter  is  intended  to  set  forth  explicitly  facts  regarding  the  children, 
and  grandchildren  of  Peter  Johnson,  and  Catherine  (Hunter)  Johnson  who,  as 
heretofore  explained,  were  married  at  Buffalo,  New  York,  on  September  1G, 
188  ,  by  a  minister  named  Cook.  To  this  union  a  family  of  ten  was  born, 

information  concerning  which  is  being  compiled  in  this  chapter.  There  are  at 
present  seven  children,  and  twenty-three  grandchildren  living;  three  children, 
and  two  grandchildren  dead. 

r-eter  Johnson  was  born,  Lille  Pinkrog,  County  of  Mosjberg,  Denmark,  on 
April  7,  1864.  He  came  to  United  States  sometime  in  1881,  at  the  age  of  17. 
Further  details  about  Peter  Johnson,  will  be  found  in  Chapter  One  hereof. 
Catherine  (Hunter)  Johnson  was  born  at  Grove  Summit,  Pennsylvania,  on 
August  i8,  1863.  The  grandmother  of  Catherine  (Hunter)  Johnson,  Mary 
(Sevenson)  McIntosh,  was  born  in  Ireland,  as  was  her  grandfather,  John 
nuruer,  Sr.,  and  her  father,  John  Hunter,  Jr.  Her  mother,  Sarah  Brown  (Mc¬ 
Intosh)  Hunter,  was  born  at  Bellefonte,  Pennsylvania.  Thus  it  is  quite  evident 
that  the  offspring  of  the  above  union  are  American  citizens;  all  being  born  in 
United  States.  Or,  if  you  care  to  classify:  Danish-Irish-Americans. 

During  the  first  few  years  of  their  married  life  they  resided  at  many  various 
places.  They  went  to  housekeeping  at  Beechtree,  Pennsylvania,  in  1887.  He, 
at  the  age  of  15,  took  up  the  blacksmithing  trade,  while  yet  in  Denmark,  and 
continued  to  follow  that  trade  until  1931  at  which  time,  because  of  the 
depression,  he  was  put  out  of  work.  Being  a  blacksmith  about  the  coal  mines, 
he  was  obliged  to  move  about  from  town  to  town,  having  lived  in  six  different 
towns  in  twenty  years;  six  different  houses  in  Beechtree,  and  seven  different 
houses  in  Frostburg,  having  moved  twenty-live  times  in  forty  years.  The  last 
move  being  to  Valier  in  1921.  He  was  known  as  one  of  the  best  blacksmiths  in 
this  section  of  the  country.  Although  he  usually  followed  the  trade  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  coal  mining  industry,  yet  he  also  conducted  “custom  shop”  for 
many  years  at  different  towns.  To  the  fact  that  he  followed  blacksmithing  about 
mining  operations  can  be  attributed  the  reason  that  the  male  members  of  this 
family  became  coal  miners;  all  having  worked  in  the  mines.  However,  it  is  a 
queer  fact — blacksmithing  being  the  exceptional  trade  that  it  is,  (or  rather 
used  to  be),  that  only  two  of  the  family  ever  made  any  effort  to  learn  the  trade 
— Charles  Albert  and  Robert  Edward. 

The  towns,  in  their  respective  sequence,  in  which  this  couple  lived,  are  as 
follows:  They  went  to  housekeeping  in  Beechtree,  Jefferson  Co.,  Pennsylvania, 
living  there  in  four  different  houses;  from  Beechtree  to  Challenge,  Elk  Co.,  at 
which  place  Jennie  Edna  was  born;  thence  to  Shawmut,  same  county;  from 
Shawmut  back  to  Beechtree;  thence  to  Helvetia;  from  Helvetia  back  to  Beech¬ 
tree;  thence  to  Sykes ville,  at  which  place  Hazel  Marie  was  born;  thence  to 
Frostburg,  December  31,  1901,  at  which  place  Henry  LeRoy  and  Robert  Edward 
were  born;  thence  to  Punxsutawney;  from  Punxsutawney  back  to  Frostburg; 
thence  to  Valier,  May  17,  1921.  Sarah  Myrtle  and  Anna  May  were  born  at 
Grove  Summit,  John  Frederick,  Charles  Albert,  Thomas  Lloyd,  and  James 
Walter  were  all  born  at  Beechtree.  It  was  while  living  at  Frostburg  (one  mile 
out  of  town)  that  they  were  burnt  out  of  house  and  home  completely,  May  15, 
1917.  They  lived  in  Beechtree  three  different  times,  living  in  four  different 
houses  the  first  time,  one  of  which  they  built  for  themselves.  They  lived  in 
Frostburg  two  different  times,  having  lived  in  seven  different  houses  in  that 
town. 

To  the  reader  it  might  be  interesting  to  learn  that  the  town  of  Beechtree  is 
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now  aimost  entirely  razed,  the  houses  having  been  torn  down  and  the  mining 
operations  abandoned.  The  mining  operations  at  Frostburg  have  also  been 
abandoned,  and  most  ot  the  town  razed. 

To  the  union  of  Peter  Johnson,  and  Catherine  (Hunter)  Johnson,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  children  were  born:  Sarah  Myrtle,  (1);  Anna  May,  (2);  John  Fred¬ 
erick,  (3);  Charles  Albert,  (4);  Jennie  Edna,  (5);  Thomas  Lloyd,  (6);  James 
Walter,  (7);  Hazel  Marie,  (8);  Henry  LeRoy,  (9);  and  Robert  Edward,  (10). 

Two  of  the  above  children  died  young,  as  follows:  Anna  May  (2),  born  May 
1,  1887,  died  November  3,  1895,  at  the  age  of  8  years,  6  months,  and  2  days, 
membranous  croup.  She  was  buried  in  the  Beechwoods  Cemetery.  The  writer 
never  saw  her.  Thomas  Lloyd  (6),  born  March  21,  1895,  died  March  8,  1896, 
at  the  age  of  11  months,  and  14  days,  pneumonia.  He  was  buried  in  the  Beech- 
woods  Cemetery.  The  writer  never  saw  him. 

Details  relative  to  the  other  eight  members  of  this  family  will  be  set  forth 
under  the  following  outline:  Name,  birth  date,  education,  occupation,  achieve¬ 
ments,  marriage,  children,  residences,  and  religion. 

Sarah  Myrtle  (1),  was  born  November  18,  1883,  at  Grove  Summit.  She  died 
November  18,  1923,  near  Sabula,  on  her  40th  birthday,  uremic  poisoning.  She 
had  a  common  school  education  and  also  attended  the  DuBois  Business  Col¬ 
lege.  She  worked  about  the  Beechwoods  section  for  several  years,  during 
which  time  she  worked  for  her  uncle,  Frederick  Harvey,  on  the  farm.  It  was 
while  working  there  that  she  met  the  man  who  was  to  become  her  husband — 
Robert  McDonald.  She  was  exceptionally  talented  in  music,  especially  in  sing¬ 
ing,  and  playing  the  piano.  She  had  a  very  strong  soprano  voice,  which  could 
be  heard  above  others  quite  distinctly,  yet  it  was  very  well  controlled  and 
sweet.  She  took  very  few  lessons  on  the  piano,  and  no  voice  culture.  She 
married  Robert  McDonald  November  25,  1914  (Thanksgiving  Day).  He  was 
born  July  26,  ......  .  He  was  a  son  of  Roderick,  and  Annie  (McCormick) 

McDonald.  His  brothers  and  sisters  were:  Full  brothers:  Newton,  Charley, 
Willie,  and  Smith.  Full  sisters:  Annie,  Margaret,  and  Mary.  Half  brothers: 
Sherman  Cobb,  and  John  Cobb.  Half  sister:  Jessie  Cobb.  To  the  above  union 
the  following  children  were  born:  Ronald  Frederick,  born  November  11,  1915, 
on  the  McDohald  Farm  in  Beechwoods;  Robert  Bruce,  born  October  18,  1918, 
at  Falls  Creek;  Elsie  Catherine,  born  July  6,  1923,  at  Sabula,  and  an  unnamed 
infant,  still  birth.  They  spent  their  married  life  in  the  Beechwoods  Falls 
Creek,  and  near  Sabula,  Pennsylvania.  Sarah  Myrtle  was  buried  in  the  Beech¬ 
woods  Cemetery.  They  were  Methodists.  After  her  death,  the  husband  and  two 
sons  located  near  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  Elsie  Catherine  was  taken  and  reared 
by  Stanley  Smith’s. 

Ronald  Frederick  McDonald  was  married  on  November  11,  1939  (his  birth¬ 
day)  to  Dorothy  Mae  Palmer,  and  are  living  near  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

John  Frederick  (3),  was  born  February  20,  1889,  at  Beechree.  He,  being  the 
oldest  of  the  boys  in  the  family,  was  deprived  of  an  education,  partly  because 
in  those  days  his  father  did  riot  belie\e  in  educating  children,  and  also  be¬ 
cause,  the  school  laws  were  not  as  stringent  then  as  they  are  today,  and  one 
who  did  not  care  to  go  to  school  just  didn’t  go.  He  started  working  in  the  coal 
mines  at  the  age  of  13  and  continued  for  26  years;  having  done  most  every 
type  of  work  about  the  coal  mines,  except  blacksmithing.  He  and  one  John 
Algreen  had  the  name  of  being  the  two  best  coal  loaders  about  the  No.  6  Mine, 
at  Frostburg,  for  years.  He  was  a  competitor  in  coal  loading  wherever  he  went, 
having  worked  for  two  years  in  a  mine  in  Indiana  County,  with  a  man  whom 
the  superintendent  stated  had  tuckered  out  several  other  men.  He  did  not 
tucker  out.  He  spent  some  time  in  Oregon  in  1910,  having  gone  with  the  Henry 
Hunter  Family,  referred  to  in  Chapter  Three  hereof.  He  rode  tops  of  passenger 
coaches  on  his  way  back  to  Pennsylvania.  He  also  spent  some  time  in  Kansas 
during  harvest.  After  leaving  the  coal  mines  he  followed  electrical  work.  He^ 
married  Lesta  Lucy  Gourley  February  25,  1911.  She  was  born  May  30,  1889," 
and  was  a  daughter  of  Ezra  Clark  Gourley  and  Bertha  Margaret  (Curry) 
Gourley.  Her  brothers  and  sisters  were:  Earl  Johnson,  Paul,  Sherman,  Blanche 
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Della,  Floyd  Walton,  Dwight  Reed,  Marcus  Andrew,  and  Ruth  Sarah.  To  the 
above  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Willa  Vallera,  born  September 
1  a  1 7 ,  and  haul  Frederick,  born  July  11,  1 920,  both  at  Frostburg.  They  have 
spent  their  married  life  at  Frostburg,  Commodore  and  Punxsutawney,  renn. 

Charles  Albert  (4),  was  born  June  7,  1891,  at  Beechtree.  He,  like  ins  brother 
Fred,  did  not  get  an  education,  for  practically  the  same  reasons.  He  also 
started  working  at  a  young  age,  and  therefore,  did  not  graduate  from  common 
school.  He  has  followed  the  coal  mining  industry  continuously,  except  during 
die  period  while  he  served  in  the  Army  during  the  World  War.  However,  he 
worked  as  a  blacksmith  while  in  Germany  witn  the  Army  of  the  Uccupano  i, 
or  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  after  the  Armistice  was  signed  in  1918; 
also  taking  up  blacksmithing  upon  his  return  to  America.  He  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Alice  Brown,  June  7,  1921)  (his  birthday).  She  was  born  March  9,  1900, 
and  was  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Brown  and  Alice  Ann  (Jones)  Brown.  Her 
brothers  and  sisters  were:  Mary,  Sarah,  Thomas,  and  Walter.  To  the  above 
union  the  following  children  were  born:  Alice  Edna,  born  February  13,  1921; 
Gladys  Lorame,  born  March  20,  1923,  both  at  Frostburg,  and  diaries  Frederick, 
born  June  21,  1931,  at  Commodore,  Pennsylvania.  They  have  spent  their  mar¬ 
ried  life  at  Frostburg,  Commodore,  and  Sportburg,  Pennsylvania. 

Charles  Albert  Johnson  served  in  the  United  States  Army  during  the  World 
War.  His  record  of  inductment  and  services  is  as  follows:  He  was  drafted  into 
the  service,  leaving  from  Punxsutawney,  Pennsylvania,  July  25,  1918,  for 
Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  arriving  there  July  2G;  being  stationed  there  until  Sep¬ 
tember  1;  he  was  then  transferred  to  Norfolk,  Virginia,  from  which  place  he 
~aiied  for -France  on  September  15,  1918,  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Virginian.  He  arrived 
ai  Brest,  France,  Sept.  28,  remaining  but  two  days;  going  then  to  St.  Agnon; 
then  to  a  hospital;  then  back  to  Buera  Aires,  from  which  place  he  started  for 
the  front  at  Argon ne  Forest.  He  reached  the  front  and  went  into  battle  October 
.  8,  1918,  being  there  just  three  months  from  the  time  he  first  arrived  in  Camp 
Lee  m  Virginia.  He  served  at  the  front  until  the  Armistice  was  signed  Novem¬ 
ber  11,  1918,  being  located  at  the  town  of  Mouzon,  France,  on  the  Meuse 
River.  He  was  stationed  there  until  November  16,  at  which  time  they  were 
started  on  the  “long  hike”  up  to  the  Rhine  River  (378  kilometers)  to  join  the 
Army  of  the  Occupation.  On  this  march  he  went  through  Luxemberg  and  part 
of  Belgium,  crossing  the  German  border,  December  1,  and  landed  in  Valendar, 
Germany,  December  16,  being  stationed  there  until  April  20,  1919;  moved 
from  there  to  Straussenhauss,  until  June  15,  1919.  It  seemed  at  that  time  as 
though  the  Germans  were  not  intending  to  sign  the  Peace  Treaty  as  proposed 
and  drawn  up  by  the  warring  nations,  and  the  American  Forces  were  ordered 
to  march  forward  into  German  territory.  The  23rd  Machine  Gun  Co.  was  one  of 
the  factions  that  was  ordered  up  and,  therefore,  on  June  15,  1919,  he  marched 
forward  through  several  small  German  towns,  but  was  only  required  to  re¬ 
main  a  short  time  because  the  Germans  accepted  the  peace  terms,  fie  then 
leturned  to  Straussenhauss,  Germany,  remaining  there  until  July  16,  at  which 
date  he  left  for  Brest,  France.  He  sailed  from  Brest,  for  United  States 
on  July  21,  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Virginian;  landed  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  on 
August  4;  from  Hoboken,  was  transferred  to  Camp  Merrit,  New  Jersey,  then 
to  New  York  City  to  parade  with  his  regiment  on  Fifth  Avenue  on  August 
8th,  then  back  to  Camp  Merrit.  All  the  Pennsylvania  men  were  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  to  be  honorably  discharged.  He  received  his 
honorable  discharge  on  August  13,  1919.  He  arrived  at  Frostburg  on  August  14, 
1919,  having  served  nearly  thirteen  months  in  the  Army.  The  War  Department 
records  confirm  this  data.  He  sailed  for  France  on  September  15,  1918,  and  his 
mother  received  no  word  from  him  until  sometime  in  December,  except  the 
government  card  stating  that  the  ship  on  which  he  sailed  had  safely  reached 
France.  However,  it  had  been  rumored  that  the  ship  had  lost  some  of  its* 
men  at  sea.  It  cast  a  shadow  over  the  Johnsons,  but  the  rejoicing  was  equally 
as  great  when  the  word  of  his  safety  came,  being  heralded  by  the  receipts  ol 
two  letters  from  him  on  the  same  day. 
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Jennie  Edna  (5),  was  born  July  4,  1893,  at  Challenge,  Elk  Co.  She  completed 
common  school,  and  graduated  from  High  School  at  Sykesville,  in  1918,  doing 
some  teaching  at  that  time.  Later,  some  years  after  her  marriage,  in  the  year 
1925,  she  decided  to  teach  again.  She  therefore,  attended  the.  Clarion  Normal 
School,  Clarion,  Pennsylvania,  in  1925  and  enough  terms  (summer)  to  obtain 
a  Permanent  Teacher’s  Certificate,  good  for  life.  She  taught  during  the  winter 
terms  of  1925-26;  1926-27;  1927-28;  1928-29;  1929-30;  1930-31;  1931-32;  1932- 
33;  1933-34.  She  has  the  best  education  of  any  of  the  members  of  the  family, 
intellectually  and  fundamentally.  She  certainly  put  forth  a  notable  effort  to 
obtain  the  above  mentioned  Certificate.  She  was  also  exceptionably  talented 
in  music,  both  in  singing  and  piano  playing.  She  married  Fred  Ellsworth 
Sheesley,  April  23,  1914.  He  was  born  September  22,  1889,  and  was  a  son  of 
William  A.,  and  Rosanna  (Strouse)  Sheesley.  His  brothers  and  sisters  were: 
Amos  Lee,  James  Martin,  Mary  Ann,  Millie  Elizabeth,  Susan  Melzina,  Alfred 
Cyrus,  Maude  Phecilia,  George  Washington;  Emma,  Thomas  Madison,  and 
Charles.  To  the  above  union  the  following  child  was  born:  Desyl  Alberta,  born 
Sept.  30,  1915,  at  Sykesville.  They  have  spent  their  married  life  at  Sykesville, 
Falls  Creek,  DuBois,  R.  D.,  and  Dubois.  They  are  Christian  and  Missionary 
Alliance  adherents. 

The  above  named  Desyl  Alberta  Sheesley  has  attained  a  good  education, 
both  academic  and  religious.  She  graduated  from  the  Sandy  High  School,  near 
DuBois,  and  has  completed  a  three-year  course  in  the  Christian  and  Missionary 
Alliance  Missionary  School,  at  Nyack,  New  York.  She  is  a  finished  pianist. 
She  is  also  a  graduate  of  the  DuBois  Business  College. 

James  Walter  (7),  was  born  January  20,  1897,  at  Beechtree.  He,  like  his 
older  brothers  did  not  complete  common  school.  It  would  seem  that  he  did 
not  like  to  go  to  school,  and  also  started  working  in  the  mines  quite  young, 
having  worked  as  loader,  cutter,  and  scraper.  He  left  the  mines  later  and  has 
followed  other  lines  of  labor.  He  married  Myrtle  Marie  Bish,  January  20,  1921 
(his  birthday).  She  was  born  September  15,  1902,  and  was  a  daughter  of  Daniel 
Wilbert,  and  Effie  (Lingenfelter)  Bish.  Her  brothers  and  sisters  were:  Guy 
Wesley;  William  H.;  John;  Russell  Dale;  Benjamin  Howe,  and  Eugene;  and  a 
deceased  twin  sister.  To  the  above  union  the  following  children  were  born: 
Wilbur  Peter,  born  September  2,  1921;  Vivian  Yvonne,  born  January  18,  1923; 
James  Franklin,  born  February  20,  1925;  Annie  Mabel,  born  September  12, 
1926;  Edward  Dale,  born  August  27,  1929;  Catherine  Pearl,  born  August  30, 
1932;  and  Nancy  Lee,  born  January  26,  1938,  all  at  Frostburg.  They  have  spent 
their  married  life  at  Cloe  and  Frostburg.  They  were  Methodists. 

James  Walter  Johnson  served  in  the  United  States  Army  during'  the  World 
War.  His  record  of  enlistment  and  services  is  as  follows:  He  enlisted  in  the 
service  at  DuBois,  Pennsylvania,  on  October  12,  1917.  He  was  sent  from  there 
to  Ft.  Slocum,  New  York,  and  was  sworn  in  October  17,  1917.  He  was  stationed 
there  about  two  weeks  in  the  cavalry.  From  Ft.  Slocum  he  was  transferred  to 
the  following  camps:  Fort  Ethan  Allen,  Vermont;  Camp  Shelby,  Mississippi; 
and  Camp  Greene,  North  Carolina;  having  been  in  the  following  states:  New 
York,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Virginia,  Maryland,  Kentucky 
Mississippi,  Alabama,  Georgia,  South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  New  Jersey, 
and  Pennsylvania  and  sailed  from  South  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  for  France, 
arriving  at  LeHarve,  June  6,  1918,  leaving  there  for  the  front  July  31,  and  took 
active  part  in  several  famous  battles,  chiefly:  Chateau  Thiery,  on  the  Meuse 
River,  about  ten  days;  St.  Mihiel,  about  five  days;  and  the  Argonne  Forest, 
forty-two  days,  making  a  total  of  5.7  days  fighting  on  the  fronts  of  France.  He 
was  stationed  on  the  ...  ....  at  the  time  the  Armistice  was 

signed,  being  located  there  from  November  11,  1918,  until  July  1,  1919,  at 
which  time  he  started  the  homeward  trail.  He  sailed  from  Brest,  France,  and 
arrived  in  New  York,  July  5,  1919;  thence  to  Camp  Meade,  Maryland,  where 
he  was  honorably  discharged  on  July  16,  1919,  and  arrived  home  at  Frostburg; 
July  18.  He  was  a  member  of  Battery  F  of  the  77th  Field  Artillery.  War  De¬ 
partment  records  confirm  this  data.  The  records  list  him  as  Private,  1st  Class, 
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209th  Company,  Military  Police. 

Hazel  Marie  (8),  was  born  April  2,  1901,  at  Sykesville.  She  was  somewhat 
more  inclined  towards  study  than  the  older  boys  had  been,  yet  because  of  her 
dislike  for  Arithmetic  and  a  few  other  subjects,  she  did  not  complete  common 
school.  She  was  born  with  a  wonderful  musical  talent,  especially  on  the  piano, 
as  the  other  girls  were.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  the  girls  of  this  family  in¬ 
herited  musical  talent  from  their  mother,  who  was  an  exceptionally  talented 
singer.  She  married  Paul  William  Mitchell,  June  23,  1918.  He  was  born  April 
12,  1899,  and  was  a  son  of  Isaac  Samuel,  and  Sarah  Rebecca  (Hilliard) 
Mitchell.  His  brothers  and  sisters  were:  John  Albert,  Arthur  Ottis,  Clarence 
Rimer,  Anna  May,  Isaac  Scott,  Blanche  Elizabeth,  Charley,  and  Jay  McGill. 
To  the  above  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Lloyd  Edward,  born 
February  19,  1920;  Sarah  Catherine,  born  March  24,  1921,  both  at  Frostburg; 
Betty  Marie,  born  February  4,  1928;  Paul  Albert,  born  March  8,  1930;  and 

Edna  Mae,  born. August  12,  1935 - the  last  three  being  born  at  Cloe.  They 

have  spent  their  married  life  at  Frostburg,  on  the  Mitchell  Farm,  at  Cloe,  and 
DuBois,  Pennsylvania.  They  were  Methodists;  later  Nazarenes. 

Paul  William  Mitchell  served  in  the  United  States  Army  during  the  World 
War.  His  record  of  enlistment  and  service  is  as  follows:  He  enlisted  at  DuBois, 
Pennsylvania,  October  17,  1917.  He  was  sent  to  Ft.  Slocum,  New  York,  at 
which  camp  he  arrived  and  was  sworn  into  service  October  24,  1917.  He  was 
stationed  there  about  two  weeks  in  the  cavalry.  From  Ft.  Slocum  he  was 
transported  to  Ft.  Oglethorpe,  Georgia,  arriving  there  November  18,  remaining 
until  December  18.  He  was  then  transported  across  the  continent  to  San  Diego, 
California-,  for  a  short  stay;  being  transferred  to  Palm  City,  California,  for  a 
stay  of  about  two  weeks;  again  from  there  transferred  to  TeCate,  for  a  stay 
ol'  six  months;  from  there  to  Campo,  for  a  short  stay,  being  transferred  from 
there  to  Jacumbo,  where  he  was  stationed  for  about  six  months;  being  then 
transferred  to  Calexico  for  a  stay  of  about  three  months.  From  Calexico, 
California,  he  was  released  to  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey,  to  be  honorably  dis¬ 
charged.  By  computing  the  foregoing  date's  it  would  seem  that  he  spent  no 
less  than  one  month  of  time  in  traveling  while  being  transferred  from  camp  to 
camp,  having  crossed  the  continent  twice.  He  enlisted  in  the  Cavalry  Troop 
M-llih  Cavalry,  but  was  later  transferred  to  a  First  Class  Private,  Company 
34,  9th  Brigade,  153  Depot  Brigade,  from  which  post  he  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  April  9,  1919,  having  served  one  year,  live  months  and  twenty-one 
days.  During  his  services  with  the  forces  he  was  stationed  along  the  Mexican 
Border,  doing  patrol  duty.  The  War  Department  records  confirm  this  data.  He 
was  born  on  a  farm  and  loved  horses,  and  that  is  probably  why  he  enlisted  in 
the  cavalry.  Another  reason  might  be  that  James  Walter  had  enlisted  in  the 
cavalry,  and  he  and  Walter  had  been  schoolmates  together  and  he  hoped  to 
get  in  touch  with  him  at  camp.  However,  by  the  time  Mitchell  reached  Ft. 
Slocum,  Walter  was  in  Camp  Shelby,  Mississippi. 

Henry  LeRoy  (9),  was  born  March  8,  1903,  at  Frostburg,  Pennsylvania.  He 
e  mpleted  the  eighth  grade  of  common  school,  but  did  not  take  ihe  examina- 
t:on;  hence  did  not  obtain  a  diploma.  He,  too,  took  up  coal  mining,  as  loader 
and  scraper.  Just  before  Charles  Albert  left  for  the  Army  he  purchased  a 
guitar  for  Harry  (nickname  for  Henry),  and  a  mandolin  for  the  writer,  with 
ihe  question  placed  before  us  whether  or  not  we  thought  we  could  learn  to 
play  them.  We  thought  we  could.  But  when  he  returned  we  could  not  play. 
Later,  however,  we  took  it  up  and  developed  a  little  along  that  line.  He  was 
boin  with  a  musical  talent,  but  other  attributes  of  life  have  taken  up  his  time. 
He  married  Rebecca  Marie  Mitchell,  May  23,  1923.  She  was  born  September 
3,  1908,  and  was  a  daughter  of  Clarence  Elmer,  and  Emma  Leona  (Weaver) 
M'tchell,  now  deceased.  Her  brothers  and  sisters  were:  Samuel  Glenn,  Elsie 
Couldine,  and  Edith  Irene.  After  her  mother’s  death,  her  father  married  Dora-. 
Mark  and  the  half  brothers  and  sisters  were:  Thomas  Isaac,  Elmer  Wayne, 
Fred  Mauk,  Robert  Scott,  Sara  Caroline,  Dora  Louise,  and  Marjorie  Fern. 
To  the  above  union  the  following  children  were  born:  Dorothy  Leona,  born 
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April  7,  1925,  and  Elmer  LeRoy,  born  November  11,  1935,  both  at  Valier.  They 
have  spent  their  married  life  at  Frostburg,  DuBois,  Commodore,  and  Valier. 

Robert  Edward  (10),  was  born  July  14,  1905,  at  Frostbunrg,  Pennsylvania, 
(the  author  of  this  history),  received  a  common  school  diploma,  high  school 
diploma  (correspondence),  State  Equivalency  Certificate  (high  school),  and 
business  college  diploma  from  DuBois  Business  College,  DuBois,  Pennsylvania; 
two  music  diplomas  (correspondence)  and  diploma  for  completing  Local 
Preacher’s  Course  of  Study  as  prescribed  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
The  writer  had  been  in  21  states  and  held  6  different  jobs  in  a  period  of 
13  months. 

It  has  been  the  writer’s  desire  to  make  the  foregoing  information  both 
interesting  and  correct,  and  he  hopes  that  those  who  read  the  same  will 
consider  the  magnitude  of  the  undertaking  before  voicing  any  criticism. 

For  information  regarding  any  other  members  of  the  relationship,  refer  to 
the  proper  chapter. 

Contrasting  the  name  with  that  of  Hunter  we  find  eleven  who  bear  the 
name  Johnson.  There  are  at  present  writing  15  of  the  male  and  15  of  the 
female  offspring  living.  There  have  been  16  male  and  19  female  offspring  from 
the  union,  which  shows  that  but  5  have  died.  Of  the  above  30  offspring  living, 
7  are  children,  and  23  are  grandchildren.  Three  children  are  dead  and  two 
grandchildren  are  dead. 
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CHAPTER  FIVE 


SUMMARY 


This  chapter  is  intended  to  set  forth  explicitly  a  summarized  finale  regard¬ 
ing  the  entire  relationship.  Its  purpose,  therefore,  is  to  give  the  number  of 
births  in  each  month;  number  of  deaths  in  each  month;  various  causes  of 
death,  and  number  of  deaths  under  each  cause,  and  the  number  of  marriages 
in  each  month;  to  list  the  various  Christian,  and  family  names,  and  to  relate 
miscellaneous  items  of  interest. 

in  order  to  make  this  summary  complete  it  will  be  necessary  to  start  gather¬ 
ing  data  as  far  back  the  ancestral  line  as  possible.  We  lind  the  matriarchal  an¬ 
cestry  m  Ireland,  and  the  patriarchal  ancestery  in  Denmrk,  and  from  these 
historical  beginnings,  with  John  Hunter,  Sr.,  as  sire  on  the  matriarchal  line, 
and  Lars  Tnomsen,  on  the  patriarchal  side,  we  proceed  down  the  various 
generations  and  glean  the  following  data: 

The  number  of  births  recorded  in  each  month  are:  January,  10;  February, 
8;  March,  14;  April,  19;  May,  11;  June,  7;  July,  10;  August,  14;  September,  12; 
October,  7;  November,  4;  December,  5;  and  180,  the  birth  months  of  which 
are  not  known  to  the  writer. 

As  near  as  the  writer  can  determine,  247  have  been  born  in  Pennsylvania; 
2  in  Texas;  1  in  Arizona;  3  in  Oregon;  1  in  Michigan;  1  in  Wisconsin;  3  in 
Ohio,  and  possibly  21  in  Ireland,  and  22  in  Denmark. 

There  have  been  eight  infants  that  died  without  being  named;  one  infant 
that  died  in  extreme  infancy,  and  no  mentally  deficient  members  in  this 
relationship. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  each  month  are:  January,  0;  February, 
6;  March,  2;  April,  5;  May,  4;  June,  4;  July,  2;  August,  4;  September,  2; 
October,  6;  November,  7;  December,  4;  and  95,  the  death  months  of  which  are 
not  known  to  the  writer. 

The  cause  of  death,  and  the  number  caused  by  each,  are  as  follows: 
Appendicitis,  2;  Asthma  (chronic),  1;  Cancer,  2;  Cancer  (breast),  1;  Cancer 
(heart),  1;  Cancer  (stomach),  1;  Cancer  (stone),  1;  Childbirth,  4;  Cause  un¬ 
known,  1;  Diabetes,  2;  Diphtheria,  10;  Drowned,  1;  Dyspepsia,  1;  Gallstones, 
1;  Killed  by  falling  tree,  1;  Killed  by  lightning,  2;  Killed,  thrown  over  horse’s 
head,  1;  Killed,  on  railroad  tracks,  1;  Killed,  by  run-away  horse,  1;  Killed  in 
tannery,  1;  Killed,  run  over  by  truck,  1;  Kidney  trouble,  2;  Membranous  croup, 
1;  Nervous  breakdown,  1;  Old  age,  4;  Obstruction  of  bowels,  1;  Paralytic  stroke, 
4;  Pneumonia,  7;  Scarlet  Fever,  1;  Scarletina,  2;  Spinal  Meningitis,  2;  Stripti- 
copis,  1;  (Septicemia),  ?;  Sinus  trouble,  1;  Tuberculosis,  3;  Tuberculosis  (Bo¬ 
vine),  2;  Tumor.,  1;  Uremic  Poisoning,  1;  and  75,  the  cause  of  which  is  not 
known  to  the  writer.  And  the  eight  unnamed  infants  and  one  infant  that  died 
in  extreme  infancy.  In  the  eight  unnamed  infants  was  one  pair  of  twins.  It 
will  be  noticed  that  diphtheria  leads  the  list  with  10;  nine  of  the  ten  being 
children.  Next  on  the  list  is  pneumonia,  with  7;  four  being  children.  Cancer 
follows  with  G;  followed  by  old  age,  paralytic  stroke,  and  childbirth,  with  4 
each. 

Later  in  this  chapter  will  be  found  records  of  some  very  peculiar  accidents 
and  deaths,  which  however,  were  numbered  in  the  above. 

The  women  dying  from  effects  of  childbirth  are  as  follows:  Martha  Bovaird 
(mother  of  twins);  Nancy  Graffius;  Nancy  Bush,  and  Sarah  Lulu  Hinderliter. 

The  number  of  marriages  recorded  in  each  month  are  as  follows:  January, 
2;  February,  3;  March,  4;  April,  5;  May,  1;  June,  4;  July,  0;  August,  1;  Sep¬ 
tember,  5;  October,  1;  November,  2;  December,  3;  and  3G  marriages  the  months 
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in  which  performed  the  writer  does  not  know.  There  are  no  marriages  record¬ 
ed  in  the  month  of  July.  There  may  have  been  marriages  in  that  month,  but 
the  writer  does  not  have  any  record  of  same.  Thus  the  records  show  67 
marriages,  with  only  three  divorces  recorded  in  the  entire  relationship. 

Date  of  marriage  is  not  known  for  John  Hunter,  Sr.,  and  Mary  (Stevenson) 
Hunter,  the  writer’s  great-grandparents;  John  Hunter,  Jr.  and  Sarah  Brown 
(McIntosh)  Hunter,  the  writer’s  grandparents;  William  Henry  nunter,  and 
Alzina  (Bleakney)  Hunter,  and  Sarah  Lulu  (Hunter)  Hinderliter  and  William 
Gaskel  Hinderliter,  and  none  of  the  very  earliest  marriages. 

The  relationship  referred  to  in  this  history  has  a  remarkable  matrimonial 
record  in  that  out  of  the  67  marriages  set  forth  there  have  been  but  two 
divorces  recorded.  The  statistics  for  the  entire  United  States  show  that  one 
out  of  each  six  marriages  end  in  divorce.  In  other  words,  sixteen  and  two- 
thirds  per  cent  of  all  marriages  end  in  divorce,  whereas  in  this  relationship 
out  2.9  per  cent  end  up  in  divorce.  This  means  that  in  this  relationship  the 
divorce  rate  is  approximately  out  one-sixth  as  great  as  the  average  in  the 
United  States.  To  the  writer  this  fact  indicates  a  strong  moral  and  spiritual 
characteristic  in  any  generation. 

In  the  above  recorded  67  marriages  there  have  been  4  double  marriages. 
Two  of  the  divorced  parties  re-married,  and  two  who  became  widows  and 
widowers  re-married.  Hence  the  67  marriages  represent  130  people  instead  of 
134. 


There  are  64  family  names  included  in  this  book:  291  persons  named,  and 
10  persons  referred  to  whose  names  are  not  known.  This  10  included  8  un¬ 
named  infants,  and  one  infant  that  died  in  extreme  infancy,  and  the  wife  of 
Andrew  Hunter  (the  centenarian).  Following  is  listed  the  various  family

In  the  introduction  it  was  stated  that  four  had  served  in  the  Civil  War. 
These  four  were:  Frederick  Braden  Harvey,  whose  full  army  record  is  found 
in  Chapter  Three  hereof,  and  twin  brothers:  William  and  Robert  McIntosh, 
who  were  sons  of:  Henry,  and  Margaret  (McConnell)  McIntosh,  and  William 
McIntosh,  son  of  “Uncle  Jack”  and  Sallie  (Daugherty)  McIntosh.  It  was  also 
stated  that  eight  had  served  in  the  World  War.  These  eight  were:  John  Frank¬ 
lin  Bush,  Joseph  Edward  Bush,  Charles  Albert  Johnson,  James  Walter  John¬ 
son,  Emil  Victor  Lundberg,  Clair  McDonald,  Paul  Mitchell,  and  Grant  G. 
Valentine.  The  army  records  of  the  above  are  found  in  their  respective  places 
in  Chapters  Three  and  Four,  except  for  Clair  McDonald  and  Grant  G.  Valen¬ 
tine,  whose  army  records  the  writer  did  not  obtain. 

Samuel  (Sammie)  Robinson,  a  son  of  William  and  Mary  (Hunter)  Robinson, 
was  killed  in  the  following  peculiar  manner:  He  was  riding  a  horse  to  water, 
the  horse  stumbled  on  some  obstruction,  throwing  Mr.  Robinson  over  the 
horse’s  head,  breaking  his  neck;  killing  him  instantly. 

Margaret,  Hunter,  t lie  writer’s  great  aunt,  married  to  Joseph  Hutchinson, 
had  two  sons,  William  and  Henry.  William  was  never  married  and  died  while 
a  young  man.  Henry  married  Enterline,  of  DuBois,  Penn. 

During  an  electrical  storm  they  were  beneath  a  house  repairing  some  gas 
pipes,  and  were  either  struck  by  lightning  and  killed  instantly  or  else  the 
house  collapsed  on  them,  killing  them. 

John  Smith,  the  writer’s  great  uncle,  and  married  to  Nancy  Hunter,  had 
two  or  three  little  girls  who  all  died  with  diphheria,  very  closely  together. 

Matthew  Smith,  the  writer’s  great  uncle,  and  married  to  Betty  Hunter,  had 
two  or  three  little  girls  who  all  died  with  diphtheria,  all  very  closely  together. 
Mr.  Smith  himself  was  killed  on  the  B.  R.  &  P.  R.  R.  tracks  near  Brockway- 
ville,  Pennsylvania,  in  1895. 

The  above  Smiths  were  brothers  and  married  sisters. 

Robert  McIntosh,  the  writer’s  great  uncle,  and  married  to  Elizabeth  Camp¬ 
bell,  had  four  children  who  all  died  with  diphtheria,  all  very  closely  together. 

George  McIntosh,  son  of  Henry  McIntosh,  and  brother  of  the  twins,  Robert 
and  William,  Civil  War  soldiers,  while  going  to  see  his  sweetheart  with  horse 
and  buggy  was  killed  instantly.  The  horse  ran  away  with  him.  Later  his 
brother,  Reubin  McIntosh,  married  the  sweetheart,  whose  name  was 
“Clemmie”  Craven.  They  had  one  child  whose  name  was  “Rue.” 

During  the  “flu”  epidemic  one  man  and  his  wife  in  Wisconsin  died  a  few 
days  apart. 

The  writer’s  aunt,  Nancy  Hunter,  weighed  but  85  lb.  when  married  to 
Curtin  Bush. 

Queer  as  it  may  seem,  there  is  one  record  in  the  writer’s  files  of  a  member 
of  the  relationship  who  died  of  a  broken  heart. 

The  name  Hunter  in  the  relationship  which  this  history  represents  is  now 
almost  extinct.  But  four  bear  the  name.  That  is,  but  four  of  the  male  sex  to 
continue  the  name. 

There  has  been  one  conviction  for  second  degree  murder  in  the  relationship. 
The  party  convicted  was  sentenced  to  serve  six  years  in  jail.  He  served 
years  and  was  paroled  because  of  failing  health  and  good  behavior. 

Matthew  Smith,  who  was  killed  on  railroad  tracks  near  Brockway ville, 
Pennsylvania,  had  a  son  named  John.  Matthew  was  an  uncle  of  the  writer’s 
mother,  making  his  son  a  cousin  of  the  writer’s  mother.  John  Smith  married, 
first,  Mary  McDonald,  who  was  a  first  cousin  to  Robert  McDonald  who  was 
married  to  the  writer’s  sister,  Myrtle,  as  recorded  in  Chapter  Four  hereof.  To. 
this  union  two  children  were  born:  one  died  with  diphtheria,  and  the  other 
became  the  great  preacher:  Matthew  Smith.  John  Smith,  married,  second. 
Annie  Morrow,  who  was  a  sister  to  the  wife  of  Johnnie  Hunter.  Johnnie  Hun- 
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ter  being  the  writer’s  mother’s  brother.  To  this  union  five  children  were  born — 
three  girls  and  one  boy;  one  of  these  drowned  in  a  well,  and  the  other  four 
are  still  living. 

William  McIntosh,  a  son  of  Jack  McIntosh  and  Sallie  (Daugherty)  McIntosh, 
was  a  soldier  during  the  Civil  War.  (Jack  McIntosh  was  generally  known  as 
“Uncle  Jack”). 


“SIXTIETH  WEDDING  ANNIVERSARY” 

The  facts  given  below  were  gleaned  from  the  “Brockway  Record”  of  October 
2,  1931,  but  are  not  printed  verbatum. 

Robert  Hunter  was  married  to  Isabelle  Patton  on  December  21,  1871,  at 
Beechtree,  Pennsylvania,  by  Reverends  Filson  and  Wray.  They  would  have 
been  married  sixty  years  on  December  2T1,  1931,  but  as  stated  in  Chapter  Three 
hereof,  Mrs.  Hunter  was  called  home  17  days  prior  to  that  date.  However,  on 
September  24,  1931,  approximately  250  relatives  and  friends  gathered  in  the 
Beechtree  Church,  which  adjoined  their  home,  to  pay  homage  and  respect  to 
the  aged  couple. 

A  splendid  dinner  was  served  at  noon,  and  at  the  principal  table  were 
seated  the  bride  and  groom  of  sixty  years  previous  and  the  following  eight 
persons  who  were  present  at  the  wedding,  viz.:  Mrs.  Thomas  Donlon,  who  was 
the  bridesmaid,  Mrs.  Violet  Moore,  a  sister  of  the  bride,  Mrs.  Sarah  Welsh,  a 
cousin  of  the  bride,  Mrs.  Jane  Harvey,  and  Mrs.  Lizzie  McGaw,  sisters  of  the 
groom,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wm.  Patton,  and  Charles  Groves.  Charles  Groves  was 
a  babe  six  weeks  old  at  the  time  of  the  first  wedding,  and  was  taken  thereto 
in  his  mother’s  arms. 

In  the  afternoon  a  program  was  conducted  by  Rev.  C.  W.  McCaskey,  a  for¬ 
mer  pastor  of  the  Hunters.  The  13th  Chapter  of  1  Corinthians,  (known  as  the 
“Love  Chapter”)  was  read,  and  Reverend  McCaskey  led  in  prayer. 

Mr.  Hunter  on  behalf  of  himself  and  his  wife  thanked  those  present  for  the 
wonderful  celebration  they  had  given  them  and  stated  that  while  they  had  had 
many  happy  days,  that  this  day  would  be  marked  as  one  of  the  happiest. 

“A  GREAT  BIRTHDAY” 

“Celebration  of  Andrew  Hunter’s  One-Hundred  Years  of  Life, 

Jefferson  County’s  Centenarian”. 

Mr.  Andrew  Hunter,  the  writer’s  great-great-uncle  was  born  in  Ireland, 
October  1,  1790,  and  was  living  in  Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  October 
1,  1890.  He  lived  on  a  farm  in  Washington  Township,  on  which  he  located 
in  1830. 

On  October  1,  1890,  a  great  celebration  was  held  in  his  honor.  An  old- 
fashioned  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Filson,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Hill 
explained  the  psalm,  and  a  large  circle  of  friends,  numbering  close  to  one 
thousand,  were  served  refreshments  at  the  noon  hour. 

It  has  been  proven  that  one  can  generally  trace  immorality  back  several 
generations.  He  can,  likewise,  trace  morality  back  the  same  way.  In  the  early 
Beechwoods  stock  divorce  apparently  was  never  considered.  The  writer’s 
mother  stated  that  she  had  never  known  of  a  single  divorce  in  the  earlier 
generations.  And  quite  likely  that  is  the  reason  why  divorces  are  almost  as 
scarce  as  hen’s  teeth  in  this  relationship.  It  behooves  the  present  generation  u 
keep  their  minds  pure  and  developed  so  that  they  might  continue  henceforth 
to  pass  on,  to  the  coming  generations  the  high  ideals  that  the  forefathers 
fought  so  hard  to  uphold. 

It  is  not  the  writer’s  intentions  to  infer  or  boast  that  this  is  a  perfect  rela¬ 
tionship,  but  he  unhesitatingly  does  refer  to  the  good  that  is  reflected  by  die 
members  of  the  connection,  so  that  the  future  generations  might  be  able  to 
pride  themselves  in  having  such  commendable  family  records  before  them... 
There  is  always  the  possibility  of  a  future  generation  drifting  into  an  opposite 
channel. than  is  shown  by  the  ancestors  of  this  generation,  even  to  the  degree 
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that  they  become  thieves,  criminals,  murderers  and  degenerates,  but  in  cases 
where  such  happens,  before  any  degree  of  blame  could  be  reflected  a  thorough 
study  of  the  ancestry  on  both  the  matriarchal  and  patriarchal  branches,  would 
necessarily  have  to  be  made.  And  the  writer  does  not  believe  that  any  of  the 
progeny  of  this  relationship,  with  any  degree  of  honesty,  can  point  a  finger 
back  to  their  ancestry  on  this  side,  if  they  find  themselves  addicted  to  wrong 
living.  It  would  have  to  be  remembered  by  those  concerned  that  they  came  in¬ 
to  the  world  by  way  of  their  parents  marrying  into  relationships  other  than 
the  one  continuously  referred  to  in  this  book,  (except  where  inter-relationship 
marriage  takes  place)  and,  therefore,  to  rightly  determine  where  their  addic¬ 
tion  originated,  they  would  have  to  also  study  the  family  history  back  on  the 
other  side. 

If  one’s  father  is  a  fully  consecrated  and  uprighteous  man,  and  one’s  mother 
is  say,  an  adultrous  woman,  what  will  the  posterity  be?  In  an  exceedinly  large 
number  of  such  cases,  one  will  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  the  parent  who  leads 
the  questionable  life  which,  in  the  above  case,  would  be  in  the  footsteps  of  the 
mother.  It  seems  that  the  human  family  follows  the  course  of  least  resistance. 
And  that  is  the  characteristic  in  this  relationship  that  is  commendable,  in  that 
it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  a  single  case  in  which  the  progeny  can  point  a  finger 
of  scorn  at  the  ones  who  are  responsible  for  their  very  existence  here  on  the 
earth. 

Of  the  ones  named  in  this  little  book  which  the  writer  knew  he  feels  quite 
safe  in  saying  that  the  percentage  that  leaned  towards  spiritual  things  was  far 
above  the  average.  It  is  conceded  that  in  the  earliest  pioneers  some  prejudice 
existed,  e;  g.,  between  those  of  the  Presbyterian  faith  and  the  Methodist  faith, 
etc.,  but  this  indicates  a  deeply  devoted  life  to  the  doctrine  in  which  he  or  she 
believed.  That  characteristic,  the  writer  believes,  is  now  almost  extinct. 
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
